OPIN1ONS ABOUT THE MESSAGE, 
WHAT CONGRESSMEN SAY OF THE DOCUMENT 
—A VARIETY OF VIEWS.

Senator 
Miller, of New-York, was favorably impressed 
with what be heard of it as it was read befere 
he Senate, when it struck him as concise, 
salm, and sensible. Senator Bayard calls it 
“a straightforward, business-like message.” 
Senator Jones, of Florida, speaks of it as *‘ an 
eminently practical document.” Senator 
Hawley was emphatic. He said: “It’s a 
good message. I agrees with every word of it.” 
Mr. Abram S. Hewitt said this afternoon: 
“ The message is 2 calm, moderate statement;

President Arthur, in his opinion, was espe- 
cially sound in his views on the silver and 
mormon questions. It was time, Mr, Skinner 
believed, to adopt heroic treatment in curing 
the evils of polygamy, and he hoped Congress 
would follow the President’s suggestion and 
put Utah under the control of a special com- 
mission, instead of the present Territorial 
Government.

THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE TILES. 
HOW MR. WILLEUR FIGURES UP HIS CLAIM 
FOR EXTRA WORK.

The material furnished was 
not weighed by any Government officer, 
nor any memorandum of weights given, as 
ayment was to be made per superficial 
oot, There is nota scrap of evide in the 
record eereeggens J Willbur’s allegations as to 
these weights, unless his own statement, incor- 
porated into a Con ional committee re- 
port, can be regarded as such, and it is a curi- 
ous problem to solve how an increase of 25 
rcent. inthe thickness of tile can increase 
ts weight over 100 per cent. There have 
been laid 11,114 square feet of tiling, 
for which the Government paid $35,217 51, 
an average cost of $3 16% per square foot. 
Mr, Wilbur claims $47,159 02 for increased 
thickness, an increase of $4 241¢ per square 
foot, which would make the total cost $7 41 1-5 
per square foot. 

Ex-Senator Pool, Mr. Coleman, and others 
are said to be indifferent whether Secretary 
Folger approves or disapproves Solicitor Ray- 
nor’s finding.

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ARRANGING THE COMMITTEES. 

THE READJUSTER SENATORS TO BE TREATED 

AS REPUBLICANS—MR.- CARLISLE’S TASK. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 5.—The committee 
appointed by the Republican caucus of Sena- 
tors to arrange anew the committees of the 
Senate were busy yesterday and to-day, and 
will probably make a report to-morrow morn- 
ing in the caucus that is to meet at 10 o’clock. 
It is understood that there will be a very 
thorough reconstruction of the committees 
and that Senator Edmunds will be 
retained as Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. That disposition of Mr. Edmunds 
gives color to the report that he will not re- 
tain the place of President, and although Mr. 
Anthony is talked of as likely to be elected 
to that position, Senators have been heard to 


express the opinion that his health is so 
delicate that he will probably hold it for 
a short time only, and then resign in order to 
allow Mr. Sherman or Mr. Ingalls to be 
elected. In the arrangement of committees 
the Virginia Senators, Mahone and Riddle- 
berger, are to be treated precisely as other 
Senators on the Republican side, considera- 
tion being given, of course, to their respective 
terms of service in making any discrimina- 
tion between them. Senator Mahone says he 
does not know what committees he will be 
named for. He has left it to the committee 
having the matter in band, and has entire 
confidence that he and his colleague will 
be treated well. While Mr. Mahone has not 
attended any of the Republican caucuses, he 
and Mr. Riddleberger have always received 
invitations to be present when such gatherings 
have been held. Mr. Mahone has not been re- 
strained from attending in consequence of 
any dislike to affiliate with Republicans. He 
is not inclined to draw lines too finely just 
now, but his colleague does not think it quite 
time to make an open alliance with the Repub- 
licans, : 
There will probably be no hurry to change 
the officers of the Senate. The most anxious 
person in this matter is, perhaps, Mr. George 
C. Gorham. It is safe tosay, after inquiring 
oe the Senators, that he will not be 
elected Secretary. Report has it that Mr. 
Miller, of California, from which State Mr. 
Gorham hails, does not desire his elec- 
tion. Among those 
the mames of Senators Van Wyck, 
Plumb, . Edmunds, _ Aldrich, Allison, 
Miller, of New-York, and several others 
haye been mentioned. No Senator appears to 
be very zealous in his behalf, although no 
noise is being made aboutit. It is probable 
that when the time comes to elect there will 
be candidates enough to select from without 
choosing Mr. Gorham. The. impression ap- 
pears to be that the next Secretary will be 
either ex-Congressman Anson G. McCook, of 
New-York, or Mr. Edward McPherson, late 
Clerk of the House of Representatives. 
Speaker Carlisle said this evening that he 
had not yet begun to put into shape the mem- 
bership of the standing committees of the 
House of Representatives. He had a great 
deal of work to do in gathering information 
about the many new members, which he 
wished to have in order to assign them to 
proper committees. 


TO ABOLISH THE REVENUE SYSTEM. 

Wasarington, Dec. 5.—Senator Butler, of 
South Carolina, introduced to-day a bill to re- 
peal the existing internal revenue laws and to 
wipe out the internal revenue system. Soon 
after it was introduced Mr. Butler was asked 
whether his objeet in proposing to get rid of 


the internal revenue tax was to afford fur- 
ther opportunity to increase the Customs 
taxes, ‘* Not at all,” he replied. *‘{ desire to get 
rid of the system for several reasons, but that 
is not one of them. My principal reason is 
that internal revenue taxes are the most ob- 
jectionable to all the people. They are direct, 
their collection is ah offense, causing constant 
irritation, and they are imposed and collected 
long after the emergency of war, which 
alone justified them at all, has passed,” 
Mr. Butler says he did not introduce 
the bill in the interest of any South 
Carolina industry that is to be protected or in 
the interest of frée rum. ‘The removal of the 
internal revenue tax would make it necessary 
to revise the tariff, but in doing that he would 
hope that the revision would not only be made 
with the view of leaving revenue enough to 
support the Government and maintain public 
defenses, but also with regard for the interests 
of consumers as well as producers. 
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THE KELLOGG AND BRADY SUITS. 

Wasurneoton, Dec. 5.—The Government 
is ready to proceed on Dec. 10 with the trial of 
the case against ex-Senator Kellogg, indicted 
fox receiving money for services in a star route 
case while a United States Senator. The case 


against T. J. Brady is not for the same of- 
ense, but for bribery, and the two de- 
fendants are indicted separately. Mr. 
Kellogg has pleaded, but Brady has not. 
One of the Government counsel said to-night 
that he was not aware that the Government 
had met with any trouble in securing its wit- 
nesses, and did not anticipate any, unless, 
enter, it might be in the case of John A. 

Jalsh. Mr. Kellogg says he does not know of 
any intention to postpone the trial. He has 
always demanded that the trial be brought on 
and disposed of as soon as possible.

THE WAR FEVER IN CHINA 


TROOPS BEING.MASSED ‘FOR ‘THE 
PROTECTION OF CANTON. 

THE WAR CLOUD MORE THREATENING THAN 
EVER—ANOTHER FRENCH YELLOW BOOK 
—NEGOTIATIONS STILL IN PROGRESS. 

Hone Kone, Dec, 5.—Admiral Peng- Yu-Lin, 
who was sent by the Emperor of China to Ton- 
quin to investigate the position of affairs there, 
has returned to Canton. He has informed all for- 
eigners that war between China and France is im- 
minent, and has ordered the massing of al! avail- 
able land and sea forees for the protection of Can- 
ton. The Admiral holds France answerable for 
precipitating a war, and warns the neutral powers 
to observe their treaty stipulations and the rules 
of international law. 

Panis, Dec. 5.—The Yellow Book upon the 
Tonquin affair was distributed to the members of 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day. It contains the 
Chinese memorandum which Prime Minister Ferry, 
on Nov. 28, gavetothe Tonquin Credits Commit- 
tee. The memorandum states that France has im- 


posed upon Annam an unjust treaty, ignoring the 
rights of China: that France has invaded Annam 
and manifested an intention to take Bac-Ninb. the 
key of the Chinese Empire, &c., and that China, 
while feeling compelled to resist aggression, appeals 
to the honor of France to act so as to prevent 
bloodshed. It also contains the note of M. Ferry 
to the Marquis Tseng, suggesting that special 
power be intrusted to the military chiefs in Ton- 
quin to effect an understanding by which China 
could surrender Bac-Ninh and Sontay peacefully 
to Admiral Courbet, and that subsequently a de- 
finitive settlement could benegotiated,. The Marquis 
Tseng, in replying to this proposition, says he 
regrets that France regards the oecupation of Son- 
tay and Bae-Ninh by her troops as indispensable 
to the settiement of the question. He also says 
dhe falls to perceive the necessity of France 
oceupying those places, which sh® is aware 
the Chinese hold. The Marquis Tseng com- 
ments upon the statement made by Prime 
Minister Ferry in the Chamber of Deputies 
on Oct. 31, in which he declared that the 
French Government did not believe that China 
would declare war, nor had Frauce any intentien 
of doing so; that France was desirous of firmly 
establishing herself in the Red River delta by gain- 
ing possession of Sontay and Bac-Ninh; that when 
that was achievea nobody would be able to drive 
her out; that with patience, sang froid and her 
forces she would be proof against everything, and 
and that that prudent policy would lead to the set- 
tlement of the Tonquin ‘effair. The Marquis ob- 
serves that this statement produced a painful im- 
pression in Tonquin. If it beoame a question of 
the possession of Tonquin, farther necotiutions 
would be useless, as it would be impossible for 
China to agree thereon. 

On November 30th, M. Ferry declared that the 
ideas of the French Government bad not changed 
during the last three years. The French policy, he 
said, was guided by the principles which formed 
the basis of the treaty of 1874. The Government 
Gesired the consolidation of the French protector- 
ate, the free navigaticn of the Song Koi River, and 
security for its commercial relations in Tonquin. 
The Marguis Tseng having renewed a proposal 
to fix the line of demarcation between the 
armies in the cantonments at Hanoi, and at 
Sontay and on the banks of the Red River, M. 
Ferry pointed out that the Marquis Tseng declared 
on Aug. 1 that there were no Chinese troops in 
Tonquin, whereupon M. Challemel-Lacour, the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, replied that 
there was consequently no danger of a conflict. 
If Chinese forces approached the fortresses against 
which the French were advancing they would run 
the risk of being considered Annamite auxillaries. 
“ Since then,”’ added M.'Ferry. ** the situation has 
remained unchanged by our acts. Our plan of 
the campaign has not been modified, and eannot 
be modified. It is not with us that the responsibil- 
ity for a conflict will rest.” 

The Liberté says it believes that M. Ferry’s nego- 
tiations with the Marquis Tseng aim at the con- 
clusion of a treaty on the basis of the formation of 
a neutral zone between China and Annam. The 
same paper asserts that Earl Granville. the British 
Foreign Secretary, has informed the Marquis 
Tseng that if China does not make important con- 
cessions, England will leave Franee complete 
liberty of action. There have been active negotia- 
tions between the Marquis Tseng and M. Ferry 
since the latter's note of Nov. 30. 


St, Peterspure, Dec. 5.—The Journal de 
St. Petersbourg declares that nothing is known in 
St. Petersburg relative to Russia participating with 
other powers in a joint protection in Chinese 
waters of foreign persons and property in the 
event of a war between France and China. 
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IRISH CRIMES AND POLITICS. 
THE EFFORT TO SAVE O’DONNELL’S LIFE— 
MEETING OF THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 

Lonpon, Vec. 5.—Mr. Guy, O’Donnell’s so- 
licitor, is endeavoring to induce the members of 
the jury that convicted O'Donnell to sign a me- 
morial, whieh is to be presented te Sir William 
Harcourt, Home Secretary, asking him to com- 
mute the death sentence of O'Donnell. Some of 
the jurymen are willing to sign the paper, but it is 
expected that the majority of them will decline to 
do Bo. 

Dustin, Dec. 5.—Mr. T. M. Healy, member 
of Parliament. presided at the fortnightly meeting 
of the Irish National League in this city to-day at 
their rooms in Upper Sackyille-street. Mr. T. Har- 


rington, member of Parliament, Secretary of the 
league, announced that £1,000 had been received 
from America since the last meeting. Mr. J. G. 
Biggar. member of Parliament, ina speech referred 
te Mr. J. O’Connor Power, member of Parliament 
for Mayo, as the James Carey of Irish polities, and 
added that no frishman had the choice of a Gov- 
ernmeut situation who had not first beeome a 
traitor to the interests of Ireland. Mr. T. D. Sulli- 
van, member of Parliament, in referring to the 
action of the Governmentin proclaiming Newry, 
said that it had not been the custom of the Nation- 
alists to interfere with Orange celebrations, but 
that henceforth when Orange meetings were an- 
nounced the Nationalists would probably hold 
counter meetings, and thus compel the Govern- 
ment to proclaim both. He attributed the present 
unhappy state of affairsto the recent tour of Sir 
Stafford Northcote. 

In the Cour. of Assizes to-day a true bill was 
found against Elliott, one of the men arrested for 
the murder of Mrs. Smythe, wife of a landlord of 
Westmeath. who was shot and killed on Sunday, 
April 2, 1882, while riding home from church. 
True bills were also found for conspiracy to mur- 
der against 14 other persons in connection with 
the same murder. The cases of three other pris- 
oners, 4!80 urrested for complicity in this affair, 
were ignored. 
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SOUTH SEA ISLAND ANNEXATIONS. 

THE AUSTRALIAN LEGISLATIVE CONFERENCE 
AGAINST FOREIGN ENCROACHMENTS. 

SypnrEyY, New South Wales, Dec. 5.—The 
resolution adopted by the conference of Delegates 
of the Australian Legislature, called to consider 
the annexation of the New-Hebrides, New-Guinea, 
and other South Sea Islands to Australia, 


deelares that it is the unanimous belief of the 
conference that any further annexation of Pacific 
Ocean regions south of the equator, by foreign 
powers, would be highly injurious to the interests, 
safety, and well-being of Australia and the british 
Empire. The conference leaves to England the 
initiative, confidently believing that she will 
promptly adopt the wishes of the, conference 
and take most effectual measures to secure the 
safety and e¢ontentment of Australia by 
incorporating 80 much of New-Guinea 
and the adjacent islands as is not 
claimed by Holland, ‘The conference urges 
England to make a definite arrangement 
with Frence: and thereby prevent the is!l- 
and from being mede subject to foreign 
dominion, and to seize the first opportunity 
of negotiating with France for the purpose of ob- 
taining contro! of the New Hebrides tn the interest 
The colonies offer to bear a fair 
share of the cost of these undertakings.

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LORNE LECTURES ON CANADA, 
BIRMINGHAM, Dec. 5.—Lord Lorne delivered 
a long Jecture here last evening upon Canada and 
its produets. He particularly praised the sa- 
lubrity of the climate, and said fevers which 
were too common in the United States were 
unknown within its boundaries. He lauded 
field for emigration, and expa- 
tiated upon the marvelous progress made 
by various towns. He mentioned Pictou, 


in Nova Scotia, which, he said, with its cheap- 
er labor, would soon rival Glasgow, Belfast, 
and London as an ironship building port. He said 
Toronto was one of the most prosperous young 
cities upon the American continent and one des- 
tined to have a great future.

THE POCASSET FANATIC. 


ACQUITTED ON THE GROUND OF INSANITY 
ARD COMMITTED™“TO AN ASYLUM. 
Boston, Dec. 5.—The trial of Charles 8. 
Freeman, of Poeasset, the religious enthusiast 
who kjiled his little daughter, Edith, in May, 1879, 
as a sacrifice, predicting that she wouid rise 
on the third day, was closed’ to-day 
with a verdict of “Not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity.”” Thetrial was had at Barnstable 
the Supreme Court holding a special term, with 
Chief-Justioe Morton and Judge Field on the bench. 
Onthe jury was a Marshpee Indian ana a colored 
man. The trial was short, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict within 15 minutes of the 
time the case was given to them. The prisoner 
appeared self-possessed throughout the trial, al- 


though somewhat affected as the story of his 
deed was recounted by his neighbors. His wife 
was one of the chief witnesses for the de- 
fense. In the Winter of 1578, she said, 
her husband was induced by a revival 
in the Methodist church to consecrate himself 
entirely to God. In the Spring of 1879 the hus- 
band of Mrs. Freeman’s sister returned home and 
Was very much enraged at Mr. Freeman because 
his wife bad accepted the truth of the second 
coming of Christ. This gave Mr. Freeman’s nervous 
system a very severe shock. He had three visions— 
For the few days before the killing of the child he 
ate searcely anything and slept little. He felta 
burden as of the presence of the Lord about him. 
The witness said that she saw her husband leave 
the room and come back with the dead child in his 
arms. She was in entire sympathy with her 
husband's feelings at thetime. She gave herself 
up tothe movement ‘entirely ashe did. She saw 
things differently now. She had unticipated that 
her husband's faith would be putto the test. but 
she regarded herchild as absolutely safe in the 
hands of God. 

Freeman's neighbors testified to his loye for his 
cbildrev, and his special fondness for the little 
Edith. One witness teid of the meeting at Free- 
man's house, when his 
act, saying tbat the child was in the 
other room and would rise’ the « thira 
day, and that he had to do what he had 
done to save his soul. It was in response 
to a command from god. Several medical 
expertsg were examined, who pronounced the 
man insane when he committed the deed. 
This was not controverted by the prosecution, 
The Judge in his charge said tiatit seemed to him 
that in view of the medical testimeny, un- 
contradicted and ail one way. that any court 
or jury would be assuming a very grave 
responsibility, who in the face of it would convict 
and sentence the prisoner for a capita! offense, 
end therefore he willingly took the responsibility 
of advising that, under the evidence in this case, 
the jury should return a verdict of net guilty by 
reason of insanity. 

After the verdiet was received the prisoner's jife 
sentence to the State Lunatic Hospital was pro- 
nounced. A movement will ultimately be made 
before the Governor and Council to precure his 
Telease on the ground that he {s rot now insane, 
that he has recovered from his delusion, and can 
safely be allowed at large.

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FAILURES IN BUSINFSS. 

Lockport, N. Y., Dec. 5.—The announce- 
ment of two heavy failures of prominent business 
men in Medina last night put that little village into 
a veritable financial panic for a while. The first 
assignment made public was that of Patrick Horan, 
the largest quarry-owner in the plaee. He assigned 
to Miehae! Cooper, his liabilities being $40,000 
and his assets about $20,000. This was soon fol- 
lowed by the assignment of L, D. Robinsop. shoe- 
dealer, to W. RK. Delano. His assets are $4,000 and 
liabilities $7.000. Horan’'s failure is a bad one, and 
it not only threwsa large number of men out of 
employment, but niany of them had not heen paid 
for months, and he owes them sums varying from 
$100 to $150.

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IN THE HANDS OF A MOB 


THE CAUSE :.WHICH EXCITED \ THE 

’ PEOPLE OF BIRMINGHAM. 

AN INFURIATED MOB ATTACK THE JAIL IN 
AN EFFORT TO LYNCH A NEGRO WHO 
ASSAULTED A WHITE GIRL. 

BirRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 5,—For three days 
the streets of Birmingham have been in charge of 
an angry mob, whose eonduct became so riotous 
that an appeal had to be made to the Governor for 
troops. Eight hundred men of the Second Ala- 
bama Regiment, under command of Col. Jenes, 
were put in charge of the city, and all day lone de- 
tails of men have been marching up and down the 
streets to disperse the assembling crowds. Two 
weeks ago Louis Houston, colored, was lynched on 

the public square for an attempted outrage upon a 

white woman who had reeently arrived from the 

North. This action intensified the negroes, who 

held that the identification of the prisoner was not 

sufficient; that courts had full power to pun- 


ish orime, and that the color of the vietim 
was his chief fault. Theindignation pecame of 
such a character as to arouse the hostility or the 
whites. One night it was given out that negroes 
intended to make a reprisa} by lynching a woman, 
upon whose identification Houston had been taken 
off. While this feeling of hostility was at its 
highest point, a rumor reached the city that a 
crime of asimilar character, but far more revolting 
in its details, had been perpetrated by Wesley 
Posey, colored, unon a’ 7-year-old daughter of 
James Boyle. The rumor proved to be true, and an 
alarm was given and asearch was begun at once 
for the negro. 

Wesley Posey has lived near Boyle’s house for 
three years, and the little girl knew him well. He 
1s 40 years old and nearly blind. The court isnow 
in session, and the Grand Jury found a true bill 
against him. Good white citizens and many ne- 
groes openly said Posey ought to be brought into 
ae in broad daylight and burned at the 
stake. \ 

Late on Monday afternoon the streets began to 
fill up with knots of men, many of the faces being 
unfamiliar in the city. it was soon discovered 
that the lynching of Wesley Posey was the 
object of the gathering crowd. Just at 
dark a man stepped out in the middie 
of Second-avenne and the intersection of 
Twentieth-street and began making a speech. 
In three minutes he was surrounded by a crowd of 
300 men. The speaker told the crowd it was their 
duty to protect innocent females from the fiendish 
brutes that infest the countrv. The mob moved 
at once to the jail, where they were held at bay 
by the Birmingham Rifles for a few moments. 
The Rifles were ordered into the jail, and 
eas soon as the jail doors were  berred 
the mob proceeded to break them down. After 
affecting an entrance’ search was made for Posey, 
but he was nowhere to be found. The mob next 
repaired to the Court-house and made thorough 
search of the building. even to the steeple. Fail- 
ing to find Posey there they marched to the City 
Prison and searched it throughont, but with no 
better result. 

The officers at the jail, hearing of the approach 
of the mob, slipped the prisoner out and concealea 
him effectually. All through the night the mob 
held the city. When the Circuit Court con- 
vened Tuesday morning the mob gathered around 
the Court-house to the number of 800 or 900 
and swore they would hang Posey or the 
officers who had concealed him. Judge Spratt 
on ascending the bench said the law must 
be maintained and that the negro must have a trial 
as the law directed. He was there to do his duty, 
and if the mandates of the court could not he 
carried out hé*would adjourn the court. He 
suggested that a citizens’ meeting be calied and 
cecide what action should be taken. The court 
then took recess, and notice was given that a citi- 
zens’ meeting was called. In 20 minutes fully 1,000 
persons gathered in the court-room, the majority 
being from the mines in the surrounding country, 
and railroad men. When the meeting organized 
a committee of 10 was appointed to draw up 
resolutions. The committee reported, say- 
ing that the crime with which the prisoner 
was charged must be punished by death, 
but that he must be tried by due course of law, 
and that the Grand Jury must indict those who 
broke into the jail with intent to lynch. The 
majority of the meeting was composed of the men 
who attempted the lynching, and the report en- 
raged them. Excited shouts of ** Hang him! hang 
him! barn him!” were heard througbout the hall. 
The resolutions were recommitted, and a new 
zet offered,’ saying that if the Judge would 
agreed to give Posey’s cage precedence over all 
others on the docket, and that he should be tried 
this week, no further attempt would be made to 
lynch. ‘The report was adopted and the meeting 
adjourned, with the understanding that Posey 
would be arraigned at 4 o'clock, During 
all this time great excitement prevailed 
throughout the city. The Judge, seeing that many 
of the mob were drunk and unreasonable, decided 
not to have the negro arraigned to-day, but tele- 
graphed Goy. O'Neil for troops to quell the im- 
pending riot and to preserve the peace. 

The news that the Judge had gent for troops in- 
furiated the mob still more. and at one time they 
had full sway, but they failed to find the negro, 
who had been cofcealed severai miles in the 
woods. The Birmingham Rifles and the Jeffer- 
son County Artiilery were ordersd . out 
again, and at 7 o’ciock were reinforced by 
two companies sent on a special train from Mont- 
gomery, under command of Col. Jones. Last night 
was pitch dark, and bodies of rioters made night 
hideous with yells. Troops arriving from Mont- 
gomery, Tuseumbia, Opelika, and other 
places during the night were taken in 
command by Col. Jones, who at daylight this 
morning had under orders 800 men, placed 
soasto command the town. Three companies 
were sent out to Villuge Creek, where Posey was 
secreted, and formiug a hollow square around 
him marched him into the city at 8 o'clock, when 
he was arraigned in court and his trial set 
for Friday. The court appointed ex-Gov. Cobb, 

. T. Porter, and R. 1. Pearson to defend 
him. If convieted the military will take him to 
Montgomory for safe keeping until the day of ex- 
ecuiion. The Grand Jury to-dey found true bills 
against the men who led the lynching party. To- 
nightrumors are rife that the mob, enraged at 
Judge Pratt and the Sheriff for cailing in the aid 
of military, has expressed the intention of lynch- 
ingthem. A stranger cailing himself the ‘* Caro- 
lina Rice Bird,” has made himself prominent by 
appeals to the mob on the street corners. 
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A CLERGYMAN IN DISGRACE. 
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HE RUNS AWAY FROM HOME WITH HIS STEP- 
DAUGHTER. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 5.—The disappearance 
of the Rey. Jacob, Schlittier from his home on 
3roadway and Haven-street, South St.. Louis, last 
Wednesday, and the simultaneous disappearance 
of his pretty stepdaughter, Aunie Westerman, 
have caused a great deal of surmise and talk in the 
neighborhood. The Rev. Jacob Schlittier moved 
to Carondelet from Chicago eight years ago, and 
met, wooed, and married a widow named 
Westerman, a woman of considerable property. 
He gained the widow’s consent to instruct 
the girl Annie In religion, built a little oratory 
which opened cout of the parlor, and three times a 


day Annie was brought into this oratory, where 
the clergyman ostensibly prayed with her. Super- 
natural manifestations reduced Mrs, Schlittier toa 
state of practical imbecility, and she made no at- 
tempt to stop her husband's strange conduct. On 
Wednesday last an aunt of the girl calling at hor 
mether’s residence noticed that Annie’s condition 
was not that of a virtuous girl, and charged her with 
having fallen from grace. The girl confessed, and 
then her aunt promised to have Sehlittier pun- 
ished. This coming to Schlittier's ears, he and the 
zirl packed their trunks and left the city. They 
are now in Chicago. The girl’s aunt for some rea- 
son said nothing about the matier until to-day, 
when she notified the authorities, and a warrant 
was sworn out charging Schlittier with seduction. 
Owing tohis temporary absence, however, it was 
not served. : 

The strangest part of the strange affair is Mrs. 
Schlittier’s unbroken confidence in ber husband's 
purity. When he eonfessed to her he said that he 
must have committed the crime when in a semi- 
unconscious state. She believed him. She said 
that she was sure he did not propose to run away 
with Annie and that there would mever be any 
more criminal intimacy between her husband and 
daughter, for "God is just and good and my hus- 
band is a man of God,” she said earnestly.

THE MURDER OF E. F. JOHNSON. 


A DETECTIVR’ AT WORK,’ BUT NO NEW 
FACTS ASCERTAINED. 


Maprson, Conn., Dec. 5.—The charred and 
hacked remains of Eldridge F. Johnson, the mur- 
dered North Madison farmer, will be buried to- 
morrow afternoon. But his murderer is at large 
and unknown. All the farmers and charcoal- 
makers of the Nineveh district, as that part of 
North Madison is called, have offered their 
services to the Jonnson family in ferret- 
ing out the perpetrator of the crime. To- 
day’s investigations have had the result 
of drawing somewhat closer the chain of 
circumstances about the two men who have been 
suspected from the beginning—John Whipper and 
William Downs. Last evening State Attorney 
Doolittle telegraphed to New-York for a detective 
to work up the case. The detective met Coroner 
Bollmann ard Dr. M. C. White at the New- 


Haven Railroad station this morning in timeto 
take the 8 o’clock train to Madison. The Medical 
Examiner reported in brief the resuit of the 
post-mortem examination that he had made. 
Both he and the Coroner are of opinion that not 
more than one of the six skull fractures was made 
by anaxe. The blows were probabiy inflicted with 
some of the heavy stones that abound near the 
scene of the murder. The detective questioned 
the Coroner about the correetness of the report of 
the murder that had appeared in Tux Times and 
then, cut out the slip for future reference. 
At the Madison station the Coroner and the 
detective.took an open buggy and together trav-’ 
ersed the six miles of muddy and hilly roadway. 
that leads to the Jehnson home. Here the arrival 
of the Coroner was anxiously awaited by the be- 
reaved family and tbe local officials and the 
crowds of gaping rustics who had flocked to the 
seene. The remains of the murdered man 
lay on a oDier in the eastern. parior 
of the comfortable homestead. The arief- 
strieken brotaer and sisters moved restiessly from 
room to room. The more favored of the visitors 
were allowed to view the body, but not even the 
most curious cared for more than one glimpse of 
the mutilated face. 

The charcoal pile on which Johnson's dead body 
was thrown by his murderer in the hope that it 
would be consumed has been entirely demol- 
ished. The blood is still apparent on the stones. 
It is plain from the quantity of blood that was 
found under the ledge near the coal pit that the 
murderer had first intended to leave the body in 
eoncealment there, but on second thought, preba- 
bly he dragged it, head downward, from the 
ledge to the heap of charcoal. Evidently 
the first thing that the murderer attempted was to 
make a hole with his foot in the clay covering of 
thejsmoldering charcoal. Then the blood-stainea 
hat was stuffed into the hole. A number of large 
cobble-stones, to which blood and hair adhered, 
were thrown upon the hat. The detached foot 
of the murdered man was inserted, and the 
body. was thrown upon the pile. Except 
for the stones the plan was well formed. 
Had not the stones been just large enough to choke 
the bole, the flame would have burst out and not 
only consumed the remains of Mr. Johnson, but. 
the whole heap of charcoal would have been re- 
duced to ashes. The stones, however, blocked the 
game, and the body roasted, but did not. ignite. 
From those circumstances it appears unquestiona-; 
ble that somebody resident thereabouts, and ac-: 
quainted with the management of the charcoal 
pits committed the murder. 

The Coroner and his companion were many 
hours in reaching the Johnson house. They 
stopped first at the hut and pit of John Whipper.; 
the youngest of the two suspeeted persons, and the: 
man who, like Johnson, was watehing a coal pit 
Sunday night. All the surroundings were closely 
examined by the detective. The interior of Whip-, 
per’s hut was scrutinized, bis bed was pulled to 
pieees, but no signs of blood or the missing axe or 
lantern of Jobnson were discovered. Whipper 
himself denies having left his hut Sunday night, 
and claims to be entirely ignorant of thé cir- 
cumstances of the murder. Deputy Sheriff 
Hart, with whom Whipper lived at one time, cross 
examined the Jatter at some length Monday morn- 
ing and found Whipper nervous and contradictory 
in his statements. Yesterday, however, when 
Coroner Bollmann began to cross-examine him he 
was quick with his answers and apparently not at 
all d4isconcerted. To-day again he answered with 
seeming eheerfulness the questions that were 
put to him. William Downs, the other and 
older of the suspeets, remained at home almost 
all day yesterday.. One of the officers who went 
to his house yesterday found a pairof pantaloons 
on which were stains which he thought were 
biood-stains. The trousers were given to Dr. 
White for examination. To Downs’s honse the 
Coroner drove the detective next, wherethe sworn’! 
testimony of Downs and his wife was taken. The 
scene of the murder has been visited by hundreds. 
Twigs of the surrounding bushes, chips from tne 
adjacent oliff, pebbles from the indented and 
blood-stained soil, slivers from the old hut; are 
earefully gathered and earried away. Whipper 
visited the home of the Johnsons to-day and offered 
his condolence to the family. 
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THE SILVER DOLLAR QUESTION. 
PS ETD 
REASONS FOR REDUCING THE COINAGE IN 
THE INTEREST OF BI-METALLISM. 

Cuicaco, Dec, 5.—The Tribune, of this city, 
which has thus far been a strong advocate of the 
silver dollar and opposed to all efforts to reduce 
its coinage, will to-morrow editorially agree to 
Mr. Kelley’s propesition to reduce the coipage, 
and in the course of the editorial will say: 
“Judge Kelley, of Pennsylvania, has been 
one of the most earnest adyoeates of bi-metallism 


and silver money, and in introdueing a bill in Con- 
gress for the temporary suspension of the coinage 
of the silver dollars, or the reduction thereof toa 
mere nominal sum, he eannot fairly be suspected

between the two metals and equal recognition of 
both as money which would rajse silver bullion to 
the level of gold. There is not much doubt that 
this conviction is the result of his observations 
in Europe during the last Summer. lf the 
silver product of America, or that portion 
now absorbed in American coinage be exported to 
England, which isthe market for silver, the Brit- 
ish Government would soon feel the need of pro- 
tecting her Indian currency and revenues 
and her China trade, and the movement 
for an international agreement upon the 
double standard of money would receive a 
powerfal impetus. This is evidently Judge Kel- 
ley’s idea, and it is shared by a large number of 
the most intelligent and earnest advocates of bi- 
metalism. It is entitled to serious consider- 
atien at the hands of Congress, without any appre- 
hension as to the ulterior demoralization of silver, 
whieh the money lenders wil! not- again be able to 
bring about,”

NOT MEMBERS OF A RELIGIOUS ORDER, 

BUT SERVANT GIRLS AND NURSES. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Dec. 5.—A dispatch from — 

New-York stating that eight lady novices, who ar- — 
rived in that City yesterday in company with 
Vicar-General H. Muehlsieppen, of the St. Louis 
Diocese, and Sisters Volck and Hineserap, had 

been relleved by the Customs authorities | 
there of large quantities of sewing silk, 
bullion, and silk which they were smuggling 
into thia country concealed beneath their habits, 
has caused a stir in réligious circles here. Leading 


Catholie clergymen here have been questioned on. 
the subject, and they disclaim for the chureh ail 
responsibility for the affair, stating that the order 
to which the novices belong is not a religious ons, 
but is composed of young women who go out nurs- 
ing. and who are allowed to wear a dress closely 
resembling that of the Sisters proper. 

The Rev. Father Phelan, editor of the Watchman 

here, said on the subject: “Tney belong to a 
German order which came here only a year or / 
two ago. They located near St. Mary’s 
Church so that they eould go to mass con- 
veniently. They avere not a_ religious body, 
though they were often looked upon as such 
through their wearing 2 garb which imitated that 
of the Sisters proper. As a. matter of fact thes 
were nothing but servant eirls who went ont nurs 
ing, and when not employed returned to their home 
until work was n supplied. Yon know in 
Germany there are guilds some of which are 
obliged to be sanctioned by the church and thus 
receive a semi-religious character. The midwives. 
in Germany all receive their: authority from tne 
priests. These women, who. seem to haye been 
doing a little smuggling, which after all is no great 
crime, are no more than avy sodality. They hed 
these.things given them in Germany, and fearing 
that they would be stolen they secreted them be- 
neath their clothing.” 

This is the strongest aefense made for them by 
the clergy, who generally remarked that the ord 
‘was not popular with the church, and, it was said, 
seme of its members had by their demeanor 
brought such discredit upon themselves that they 
were looked upon with disfavor. .

Not- 
withstanding the failure of this venture, Mrs. Wat- 
tles associated berself with the Rev. John G. Wil- 
son and some others and founded the Home for 
Oid Ladies. George W. Childs, Anthony J. Drexel, 
and Henry Disston & Sons were contributors, and 
appear among the life members connected with 
the Home.

A VERY LIVELY ELECTION. 


THE STORM WHICH DR. HENRY HELPED 
ALONG IN THE MEDICO-LEGAL SOOIETY. 


The Medico-Legal Society had a very lively 
and stormy annual meeting at Mott Memorial Hall 
last night. There wasavery large attendance of 
physicians and jawyers. The storm arose from 
the peculiar system of voting provided by 
the by-laws for the election of. officers. After the 
reading of a paper on “Railway Injuries to the 
Spine,” by Dr. J. G. Johnson, of Brooklyn, in which 
it was stated that many of the claims made by 
travelers are simply blackmail and should not be 
countenanced by reputable physicians, a discussion 
relative to the pending election was started. 

The ballots for officers are sent by the Assistant 
Secretary to members in good standing and re- 
turned to him ina sealed envelope. Several of the 
Doctors claimed last night that they had never re- 
ceived these ballots, and charges were freely made 
that they bad been purposely withheld in order to 
re-elect the present officers. Dr. M. H. Henry, 
who was the principal spokesman for the 
physicians, was a firm advocate of the election of 
Dr. W. A. Hammond, who, he declared, was enti- 
tiled to the office, which by right and according to 
stipulation belonged to the doctors. Dr. Henry 
claimed that he himself had been put 
up as a dummy i candidate by some 


one whom he did not know, but the pur- 
pose of his candidacy, which he repudiated 
and disclaimed, was to draw off a sufficient num- 
ber of yotes from Dr. Hammond and thus insure 
the re-election of Clark Bell.as President. He sug- 
gested that, in order to adjust things fairly, a 
numberof ballots equal in number to those cast 
for him, be withdrawn from the opposing candi- 
dates,a proposition which elicited shouts oflaughter 
and derision from allin tbe room. After some dis- 
cussion,in which Dr. Hemry gave and received 
several hard knocks, Clark Bell, the President, said 
that he would gladly have withdrawn from the 
race and co-operated in the election of Dr. Ham- 
mond, when Dr. Henry broke in with, “ Why, Mr. 
Bell, your privy counselor told me a few days ago 
that you would not have Dr. Hammond at any 
cost. 

The Privy Councilor referred to, ex-Congress- 
man B. A. Willis, angrily shouted: “ Iwon't con- 
descend to make any refutation of statements 
made in private conversation. The statements, 
mer $9 are inaccurate, and should not be be- 

eved.’ 

Several doctors said no ballots had been re- 
ceived by them, when ex-Surrogate Calvin said 
that a continuance of the present style of things 
would certainly bury the society, which is now re- 
spectable and honored, under a load of public 
contempt, to which Dr. Henry blandiy remarked 
that ** That is already accomplishe4.”’ 

Dr. Henry finally conciuded to caat his ballot. 

Dr. Henry—Give me a ballot. It is about time I 
had one, 

The Assistant Secretary—You could have had 
one at any time if you had paid your dues. 

Dr. Henry—Don’t give me any of your impu- 
dence, you —— little whelp. 

The Assistant Secretary offered to put the ballot 
in the sealed envelope, which Dr. Henry refused, 
stating that very likely some other paper than the 
proper one would be inserted. Order was then re- 
stored, and while the ballots were being eouuted 
an informal discussion ensued, during which good 
humor and cordiality prevailed. The following 
ticket was elected:

REDUCED HSTIMATES FOR THE 
NEXT FISCAL YEAR. 
TWENTY-TWO MILDIONS LESS REQUIRED 

THAN WAS APPROPRIATED FOR THE 


CURRENT YEAR. 

WaSHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury transmitted to Congress to-day tho esti- 
mates of appropriations required for the fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 1885. The amount estimated 
as required for all expenses of the Government is 
$283, 125,305, which is $22,328/282 less than the ag- 
gregate of appropriations for the present fiscal 
year, and $57,154,857 less than the sum called 


for in the estimates submitted last year. The ap- 
propriations for the present fiscal year, including 
deficiencies and miscellaneous, aggregated $305,- 
448,587, the estimates on which those appropriations 
were based calling for $340,280,162. The estimates 
submitted to-day are divided as follows:

propriations to $117,529,521, The estimates which 
show an increase over the amounts appropriated 
last year are as follows:

The increase in the estimates for the naval estab- 
lishment is due to provisions for completing the 
steel cruisers, the monitors, and a dispatch boat. 
The increase in the estimates for public works is 
owing principally to an item of $8,025,500 for 
improving rivers and harbors, and to an increase 
in the estimates for public buildings from $1,591,- 
309 to $3,847,967. Other additions, however, are 
$211,000 for buildings tor the National Museum, 
and $586,138 for a new Naval Observatory, The 
increase in the estimates for the postal service is 
to cover a deficiency in the revenues of $2,958,111.

ARREST OF A MAN AT ORANGE ANSWERING 
TO HIS DESCRIPTION. 
The man with the light overcoat, whom all 
the witnesses in the Phabe Paullin case united in 
saying followed the girl up the mountain the day 
she was niurdered, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon by Detectives Reever and Conroy, in Gill’s 
hat factory, Orange.

Yesterday afternoon they went to Gill’s hat 
factory and found McFarland. They simply told 
him that they wanted him, but gave no explana- 
tion. When they spoke to him he turned very 
pale. They placed him in a carriage and drove 
immediately to the county jail, where he was 
locked up. On the way there he said to 
the detectives, without knowing for what he was 
arrested: “I did not hear of the murder 
until 7 o’clock Sunday morning,” when the first 
information of the affair was received after 12 
o’clock thatday. McFarland is a hatter by trade, 
is 5 feet 10 inehes in height, and answers in near) 
every particular to the deseription of the man fol- 
lowing Phoebe up the mountain. Some years ago 
he was arrested on acharge of attempted rape, but 
pleaded guilty to assault and battery, whieh was 
accepted by Prosecutor Abell, and he was sent to 
the penitentiary for six months.

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THE VENUS OF MILO IN 1VORY, 
Artistic work in ivory has been something 
heretofore quite unknown in this country. If,ina 
manufacturing sense, this dense, hard, and lasting 
material has been cleverly fashioned, no one has 
thought of putting his skill to the task of recreat- 
ing an art which finds but few votaries even in 


Europe, Yesterday Mr. Fritz R. Kaldenberg had 
on exhibition a statuette of the Venus of 
Milo, the product*‘of his own skill. Hav- 
ing already exereised his graying tools on 
works of ivory, he went to Paris on 
purpose to study this statue at the Louvre, and, 
having made the most careful drawings and meas- 
urement and obtained careful copies, he has been 
engaged at this task for the last year. The height 
of the figure is 20 inches azd the width at the hips 
544 inches. It has been cut in solid ivory 
from an African tusk, which was 7% feet 
long and weighed 167 pounds. To shape it 
out from the rough a block of ivory of 50 
pounds was necessary, A work of this kind, ex- 
clusive of the difficulty of manipulation, should be 
regarded, however, solely in the art sense. The 
copy is an exquisite one, conveying happily and in 
the most beautiful of all materials a just infpres- 
sion of the noblest of antique forms. The purity 
of the lines is heightened by the soft colors of 
the ivory. The toughest and most obstinate of 
substances follows each soft swell of the torso, and 
the under cutting and fal! of the drapery are quite 
perfect. As the first important work ever made in 
ivory, Mr. Kaldenberg’s copy of the Venus of Milo 
should be highly lauded. It shows the possibili- 
ties of reproducing an art in which Durer and 
Michael Angelo tried their practiced hands.

GORDON TO BE TRIED IN THE STATB* WITH’ 


THE SEVEREST LAW. 


A plump little school-gir1, in short dresses, 
but with a fase beyond her years, and an under- 
sized whiskered man, were the oynosure of all 
eyes in Justice Stilsing’s Police Court, in Jersey 
City, yesterday morning. They were Ada Bresnan 
and Capt. George I. Gordon, who had been found 
at Taylor’s Hotel the night before. Beside the girl 
sat her foster father, to whom she clung tenderly. 
The court-room was crowded with a morbid 
throng of spectators. Local interest in the case 
had beon excited by the fact that the little girl 
was at one time an inmate of the Children’s Home 


on Glenwood-avenue. Mr. Bresnan had taken her 
from the home six years ago toreplacea daugh 
ter of whom death had robbed him, 

After Officer Morris had told how he arrested 
the couple at Taylor's hotel, the girl stepped to 
the stand, She testified with the manner of a 
woman. She said she had first met Gordon [this 
gentleman, she deferentially called him} at a 
party. Subsequently, with “ Papa’s’’ consent, she 
had gone with him and her brother and some others 
to High Bridge. Afterward she met him on her 
way toschool. Finally he proposed to make her his 
wife. ‘‘He gave me to understand,” the girl con- 
tinued, with perfect self-possession, “ that he was 
wealthy. He said he could supply me with all the 
necessaries and some of the luxuries of life, and I 
consented to go away with him. But oniy,’’ she 
added, “ upon the understanding that he was to 
marry me.” 

The girl added that Gordon promised to take her 
to Europe in the Spring, and dazzled her with the 
diamond jewelry his first wife had worn. These 
she should have, he said, the moment’ he and she 
Were made one. He even went so far as to make 
a will‘in her favor. It isaremarkable document, 
and was found among the effects of the 
couple when they were taken to the pa- 
lice station. The paper bequeaths “all bonds 
stocks, peal estate, railroad stock, jewelry, furni- 
ture, &o.,’’ of which he may die possessed, to the 
girl. He writes that he shall he buried by the side 
of his first wife. ‘‘And1 also ask,” it continues, 
“as a favor, that Addie at her death be buried be- 
side me. And itis also my desire that the afore- 
said Addie Bresnan assume the name of Gordon, 
as was mutually agreed between us on the 2d of 
November, 1883." He requests his relatives not 
to contest the will, and concludes the document by 
appointing ex-Assemblyman James Selleck, of Hud- 
son County, and Hiram Johnson, his Executors. 
The girl said that they went to a minister, who re- 
fused tu marry them on account of her youth, and 
then to Mayor Edson, who also refused for the 
same very good reason. Then they came to Jersey 
City Monday afternoon. “Do you desire,” Judge 
Stilsing said, turning to the prisoner, “to ask this 
girl any questions?” 

*Didn’t you tell me that loved me?’ Gordon

“And did you not come with me of your own 
free will?’ 


Mr. Patrick Bresnan then told of the manner in 
which the girl had met Gordon. He had singled 
her out, *‘ this villain,” because she was an orphan 
and presumably without a protector. “ But,” 
said Mr. Bresnan, the tears standing in his eyes. ‘*I 
love this girl, and I propose to follow the 
villain who has ruineq her to the ex- 
tremest limit of the law,” A_ constable 
from Long Island City was in _ court 
to take Gordon back to Astoria, but 
Chief of Police Murphy had hunted out avery 
salutary Jersey law, to which the prisoner had 
made himself amenable. In the Crimes act is a 
section which provides that whoever shall seduce 
a child under 15 snall be liable toa fine of $400 or 
two years’ imprisonment,or both.

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POLICE OFFICERS INDIGNANT. 


Many of the police Captains who were at 
the Central Office yesterday morning, including 
Capts. Williams, Tynan, Gunner, Copeland, Brogan, 
and Mc@ullagh, discussed Police Justice Henry 
Murray’s reported tirade against the force, and it 
was informally agreed to reply to it if con- 
sent coula be obtained from the Board of Police. 


After the meeting Justice Murray had a private 
conference with Commissioner Mason, who says 
that the magistrate began by saying that he had 
come to explain his reported denunciation of the 
department. Hesaid that the statements attrib- 
uted to him were grossly exaggerated and incor- 
rect in many particulars. Mr. Mason urged Justice 
Murray to make a statement of what ne did say. 
TheJ ustice neither promised nor declined to do this, 
although Mr. Mason represented that it was his 
duty to do so. After Justice Murray went away 
Mr. Mason wrote him a letter renewing his sugges- 
tion “‘that you publish over your own signature 
just what you did say, * * * in order that you 
may be put right in the matter.” 

President Stephen B. French gives Justice Mur- 
ray’s record as a policemanfor publication: ‘* Ap- 
pointed May 1, 1861. July 13, 1863, threw his shield 
on desk of Capt. Walling’s station-house—Twen- 
tieth Precinct—and resignation accepted July 24,” 
Inspector Thorne said: that the action of the po- 
lice in the liquor cases was under a decision 
of the Supreme Court. At the office of the 
Board of Excise, the following was ofiicial- 
ly given as the ultimatum of the Com- 
missioners: ‘“‘The Board of Excise says that 
all tieenses not revoked by them are in full force. 
and that for that reason the fictitious selling of a 
place because the owner is made to believe by the 
police that his license 1s annulled on aceount of a 
previous conviction in a criminal court, without 
any action by the Excise Commissioners, will not 
be countenanced, and new licenses under another 
name will not be granted, the old license holding 
good until its expiration or revocation by the 
board. A number of licensees came to apply for 
new licenses under other names, and they are ad- 
vised that such licenses will not be granted. The 
board is anxious to have the matter properly ad- 
judicated and urges the liquor-dealers to take steps 
to that end.”’ 

Eleven persons were arraigned yesterday be- 
fore Justice Patterson, at the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court, charged with violating 
the excise law in selling liquor and beer 
under licenses reyoked by a tormer convic- 
tion. All but one gave bail in $100 for trial. 
There were 165° liquor-dealers arraigned at the 
‘Yombs Police Court. Justice Murray, holding that 
they had a right to sell liquor under the licenses 
until the latter were revoked by the Board of 
Excise, discharged them all. 
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OBITUARY. 


JOHN T. DONNELLY. 

John T. Donnelly, one of the most widely 
known and highly respected theatrical agents in 
America, died at his home in Philadelphia yester- 
day. Pneumonia caused his death. He was 
58 years old, and a native of Philadel- 


phia. He leaves a wife and one child, 
a blind daughter. His brother, Joseph Donnelly 
Murphy, gave John his first engagement in 1848. 
Since then Mr. Donnelly has been connected in one 
way or another with nearly every leading musical 
and dramatio star in this country. Mr. Donnelly 
was the business manager of Laura Keene when 
she was the lessee of the Chestnat-Street Theatrein 
Philadelphia.

WORK OF THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
AT THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 

Mr, Feuardent’s examination in his libel 
suit against L. P. Di Cesnola was concluded yes- 
terday.

This theory of a disparity was disposed of by Mr. 


Feuardent, who proved that three shipments 
were paid for in one “lumped” bill. This and the 
bill for two other shipments were produced, but 
the biil for the sixth shipment was lost and could 
not be found. That three lots were paid for at 
once, which caused all the controversy and cre- 
ated the apparent discrepancy, was finally proved 
to be a fact by Mr. Bangs, who read from Di Ces- 
nola’s * Cyprus” threes consignments were 
shipped to London at one time, consigned to 
Major & Dow, the house that eared for the goods 
before Mr. Feuardent took possession of them. 

Mr. Feuardent explained that he had obtained 
the Halm album containing the pho’ pbs, 
which were of the Samsons of the Golgoi temple 
scheme, from Mr. Halm some time ago. It was an 
album presented by Di Cesnola to the editor of 
Hearth and Home when that journal desired to ilius- 
trate the collection. From that gentleman Mr. Halm 
had purchased it whenthe became the art editor of 
the American Agriculturist. The addresses on anum- 
ber of pieces of scurrilous doggerel relative to the 
trial were shown to Mr. Feuardent, who testified 
that he did not knew the handwriting. The question 
as to the authorship of this stuff having arisen, Mr. 
Bangs objected to the intimation that Mr. Feuar- 
dent might know or be responsible forit. He said 
that if it could be shown that Mr, Feuardent was 
in any way res ble for it he would at once 
leave the case. He joined Mr. Choate in a request 
that the author of the doggerel should be brought 
to court and severely dealt with, as the articles 
had been sent to jurors, counsel, and the parties 
to the suit and others interested. One of the jury- 
men remarked to some of his associates that 
he knew all about the doggerel, but did not make 
his knowledge known, although requested by his 
fellow-jurors to do so He said that if the court 
desired his knowledge it could be bad by calling 
him to the witness stand. 

President Frederick A. P. Barnard, of Columbia 
College, Chairman of the Investicating Committee, 
and the weight of whose name in connection with 
the report was depended upon to settle the con- 
troversy, was called as a witness for the prosecu- 
tion. He brought to the stand with him a huge; 
cepper bell-shaped ear trumpet, with a long black 
tube reaching to his ear therefrom. Mr. Bangs, 
who examined him, sat close to the witness box, 
but even then had difficulty in making himseif 
heard. The result was a very funny sort of ex- 
amination, as the witness and counsel were quite 
eften at variance as to the point under con- 
sideration, and answers to gene that had not 
been asked were occasionally given. It was with 
the atest difficulty that President Barnard 
could be induced to confine himself to answering 
questions. ¢ 

President Barnard, after giving asketch of his 
life as aninstructor, stated that he had read con- 
siderably about anvient art, but had never spe- 
cially studied it,and was not an expert in archxolog- 
ieal subjects. He had visited the great museums 
of Europe, but never saw or studied a collection 
of Cypriote antiquities, except the Di Cesnola 
éollection. He had never Deen officially 
connected with the Museum. He had seen 
the collection in both the Fourteenth-street 
and Central Park Museums, but had never 
studied them until the investigation of Mr. Feuar- 
dent’s charges was begun. ‘The statues, as he 
had seen them before that, had created no 
impression upon him. The repairs and restora- 
tions did not ehew, as they do on the figures shown 
in European museums. During the investigation 
he bad no conversation with DiCesnola. Three 
figures of the seven that were before the commit- 
tee were subjected toasoaking and as a result 
were separated into their original parts) These 
were the figures of the Egyptian warrior, of the 
man holding a ball, and of the two sphinxes. 
After they had been soaked apart, the pieces were 
shown to the committee. He found that the 
pieces fitted one another in each case, and there- 
fore formed the conclusion that the parts be- 
longed together. He did not see the statues 
soaked, but felt sure it was done by the suf-com- 
mittee, Mesers. Hitchcock and Ward. Their re- 
port as to the result be accepted without question. 
The only things he looked after in the whole in- 
vestigation were such as would substantiate or 
refute the charges actually made. He had noticea 
in each case that where there were fractures in the 
cujeuts investigated the points of fracture did not 

ow. 

The three figures soaked were introdueed in 
court, but President Barmard failed to recognize 
the tigars of the Egyptian warrior, because, even 
after the soaking, the head and body were of the 
samecolor. Now they are different, and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the head did not belong 
to the body and didn’t look like the figure that was 
before the committee. Regarding the alleged new 
head furnished to the left sphinx of the pair, he 
said he had decided that it was not a modern head, 
but belonged to the figure, because it happened to 
fit., He will further enlighten the jury at 10 o’clock

JHE PRODUCE EXCHANGE TO WAIT. 

After the pier ofthe National Steam-ship 
Company and much freight stored on it awaiting 
shipment had been destroyed by fire in January 
last the owners of the freight made claims for its 
value against the gompany. Payment of the 


claims was resisted on the ground that the bills 
of lading provided that the .steam-ship com- 
pany should not be liable on account of 
losses caused by fire. Suits were there- 
fore begun by the olaimants. The Erie 
Railroad Company, which bad delivered a great 
part of the freight at the pier, next called on the 
steam-ship company for the payment of the freicht- 
age due it. Thisdemand was also rejected. Fran- 
eis W. J. Hurst, agent of the National Steam-ship 
company, holds a membership in the Produce Ex- 
change as its representative. Acting as the repre- 
sentative of the Erie Railroad Company in the Er- 
change, George W. Carhart obtained from the 
Governing Committee a summons to Mr. Hurst to 
appear before that boay and show cause why he 
and his principal should not respond to the claim 
made upon them. Failure to obey such a 
summons, without sufficient excuse, is pun- 
ishable by expulsion from the Exchange.

DANGERS FROM ELECTRIV 


REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE OF 
THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Alderman McLaughlin presented a resolu- 
tion in the Board of Alderman on Oot. 10 provid- 
ing for the appointment of a committee of three 
to inquire into the matter of telegraph, telephone, 
electric light, and other wires and the danger they 
eause to persons in the streets, and especially to 
firemen in the aischarge of their duties. The reso- 
lution was adopted, and the committee was also 
instructed to report on the authority under which 


the poles for the wires were erected. Subsequent- 
ly the special committee was discharged and the 
whole matter was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. At the meeting of the board yesterday 
the following report was presented: 

That, in obedience to the instructions contained in 
the resolution, your committee have examined the 
question so far, at least, as it relates to the erection 
and use of poles for conducting wires by the sev- 
eral companies authorized to light the streets of the 
City by electric lights. This right or privilege has 
been granted to three different companies, viz,: The 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, of New-York; 
the United States Illuminating Company,of New-York; 
oe seeerah Electric lluminating Company, of New- 

ork. 

The grant to each company contemplated the laying 
of the wires or conductors under eround, under such 
conditions “as may be prescribed by his Honor the 
Mayor, the Controller, andthe Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, who are now by law authorized to maxe 
provision for lighting the streets of the City,” and 
consequently, In the opinion of your committee, it is 
clearly within the powerof the Common Council, 
should it deem it in the interest of the public to do 
80, tocompel these companies to comply with this 
condition of their grants. Any doubt on this question 
issetatrest by the following stipulation, which is 
eonacined ineach of the grants to the companies 
named: 

“Whenever at any time any permit shall be granted 
to open the streets, pavements, or sidewalks gor the 

urpose of laying the tubes, wires, conductors, and 
nsulators of the company a sum equal to 1 cent per 
lineal foot of streets occupied under such permit shall 
be paid to the City.” 

e ordinance passed Dec. 40 and approved Dec. 11, 
1878, and the permit granted to the New-York Electric 
Lines Company April 10, 1883, are eoery permits 
under which the electric light companies, if so dis- 
posed, may comply with the condition in their re- 
spective grants quoted above. 

it may be contended, however, that the provision in 
the grants to these electric light companies contem- 
plates obtaining the permission therein alluded to 
by each company separately, and that it would not be 
just to compel them to purchase the right to lay their 
wires and conductors under ground from the persons 
named in the ordinance of 1878 or the permit of 1883, 
To overcome this objection It may be well to authorize 
each electric light company to lay its own wires under 
ground, in order that.mo advantage may be taken of 
these companies, ff compelled to conform to the re- 
quirements of their grants, by the holders of the richt 
obtained in 1878 and 1883. Each company will then 
have the option to lay its own wires under ground or 
enter into an agreement with those who already have 
the vrivilege lay wires for conducting electricity 
under ground in the streets of this City. 

Your committee are very decidedly of the opinion 
that the time has arrived when prompt action M the 
Common Council is necessary to relieve our citizens 
from an evil that is daily increasing in proportions 
and that has already attained a grpwth that is most 
alarming. The loss of property by fire caused by the 
contact of electric conductors: might be borne, as the 
loss nay be made good and compensation given to the 
loser, but when the lives of our citizens are not only 
constantly menaced and endangered. but actually 
destroyed, by the action of the subtle agent that 
courses through the innumerable wires that, from un- 
sightly and insecure wooden poles, traverse nearly 
every avenue, street, or public place within the cor 
porate limits of the City, it is the imperative duty of 
the Common Council to interfere between our 
citizens and these electric illuminating com- 
panies and compel a compliance with the terms 
of their respective grants from the corporate 
authorities by requiring them to remove the poles 
ana wires from our highways, and to lay their tubes, 
wires, conductors, and insulators beneath the surface 
of the streets, avenues, and public places in the sane 
According to the terms of the grants to these electric 
illuminating companies, a compliance with their con- 
ditions, in respect tollaying their wires underground, 
bi also be a source of considerable revenue to the 

ty. 

An ordinance embodying the points in the re- 
port accompanied it, and Alderman O’Neil moved 
its adoption. In doing so he referred to the num- 
ber of accidents which had occurred recently, and 
pointed out the necessity for immediate action. 
Undue haste was deprecated by Alderman Kirk, it 
being a question in his mind if the board had the 
authority to compel the companies to place their 
wires under ground after it had given them per- 
mission to erect poles in the streets. Alderman 
Fitzpatrick suggested that it would be well to have 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on the 
proposed ordinance. Alderman Wells said that he 
thought that action should be taken without un- 
necessary delay, and suggested that the matter be 
made a special order fora week from next Wednes- 
day. This was agreed to.

REPORT UF THE DOCK DEPAR TMEN pd 

The annual report of the Dock Commission- 
ers for the year ending April 80, 1883, was sent to 
the Mayor yesterday. It is a voluminous dccu- 


ment, the greater portion of which is taken up 
with a detailed statement of the work done under 
the supervision of the Engineer-in-Chief during the 
year. Tbe legally required statement of the 
names and salaries of employes is given. The 
only reference tothe defalcations brought to light 
at the wey, of the year 1883 isina paragraph 
stating that Commissioner Vanderpoel resigned the 
office of ‘l!reasurer on Feb. 14, and that Commission- 
er Voorhis was elected in his place protem. The 
cause of the change is not mentioned. 

The report states that the department’s work 
on the North River front, between Twenty-third- 
street and the south half of the block between 
Twenty-cighth and Twenty-ninth streets, and also 
at the foot of West Forty-fourth-street, has been 
greatly impeded by injunctions, which the Com- 
missioners hope the Corporation Counsel will soon 
be able to have dissolved. A radical change inthe 
bulkhead and pier lines from West ‘Tenth to 
West Twenty-second street is judged a public ne- 
cessity by the Commissioners. A plan was ma- 
tured in 1880to increase the wharfage facilities 
of the section mentioned from 7,600 feet to 25,570 
feet. The Senate last year passed the bill embody- 
ing this plan, but the Assembly failed to reach it in 
the regular order of business. The matter will be 
pushed in Albany this Winter by the Commission- 
ers. The total revenues of the department for the 
year are stated at $1,162,893 96, an increase of $100,- 
731 42 oyer the preceding year. The department 
deposited during the year with the City Chamber- 
lain forthe redemption of the City debt $1,136.- 
700 16. The year's audited expenses were $953,- 
007 8. The amount of claims laced with 
ahe Corporation Counsel for collection, and 
for which no return was made prior to May 1, 
1888, was $97,508 96. The juagments recovered by 
the counsel for claims for unpaid wharf rents 
amounted to $124,978 91. The fioating plant of the 
department was valued on April 30 at $165,780. The 
totalrents from the North River wharves, piers, 
and bulkheads were $845,202 30; from the East 
River, $209,123 17, and from the Harlem $90. 
Many of the leases on the rent-roll have expired, 
been renewed, or otherwise altered since the date 
of tke report. The largest single rental on the 
roll was that. of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Road—$95,000 per annum.

VALUING PROPERTY BY SQUARE FRET, 

Mr. Samuel Barton is the owner of about 20 
acres of land just south of the American Docks at 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island. The land, which is 
mostly under,water, extends for about 1,600 feet 
along the shore of the island. Mr. Barton is in- 
terested in the Staten Island ‘’erminal Railway, 


& coal road, which it is proposed to build from his 
property across the island to Rossville, on the 
south-west shore of the island, then to connect by 
bridge across the Kill with the Philadelphia and 
Reading system. It is proposed to fill in Mr. Bar- 
ton’s water-front and make a great coal depot 
there. Mr. Barton’s property is crossed by the 
route of the proposed extension of the Staten 
Island Railroad, and a commission has for the past 
week been trying to determine the damages which 
the railroad company shall pay him. Various per- 
sons have testified as to the value of the property, 
the estimates ranging from $60,000 to $1.500,000. 

Yesterday Mr. Franklin B. Gowen. testified that 
the great value of water-front property in New- 
York and Jersey City had driven the railroad com- 
panies to consider Staten Island. He had had his 
eye upon Mr. Barton's property for sometime. The 
value of property of that sort, in view of the use to 
which Mr. Barton intended to put it, could best be 
estimated on the basis of its storage capacity for 
coal. A square foot would store one-half of a ton 
of coal and was worth for storage from 75 cents to 
$1. Estimating on that basis. Mr. Barton's prop- 
erty was worth from $250,000 to $275,000.

There seem to be no lessthan five candi- 
dates in the field for the Speakership of the 
next Assembly at Albany, and most of them 
are carrying on an active canvass. There is 
& prospect for a warm contest, which might 
far better have been avoided.

‘old timer,’’ whose name is associated 


with legislative and political methods 
which are no longer in favor and 
ought not to be revived., Mr. Erwin is 
of later date, but his leanings and affilia- 
tions are of the order still defined by the 
obsolescent term ‘‘Stalwart.’’

The Pennsylvania Legislature will ad- 
journ at noon to-day, after being in special 
session for six months and accomplishing 
scarcely anything, at an expense to the 
people of the State of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars. The two houses—the Senate 
being Republican and the lower house Dem- 
ocratic—were at loggerheads all through 
the regular session over the three appor- 
tionment bilis. The time for which 
the members could draw pay having 
expired, they promptly adjourned without 
accomplishing anything in the way of ap- 
portionment. The Governor immediately 
summoned them toa special session to be 
devoted exclusively to that business, for 
which each member was entitled to $10 a day. 
After two months a judicial apportionment 
bill was patched up and passed, but the 
wrangling over the Congressional and Legis- 
lative apportionment has had no result but a 
half-million-dollar appropriation bill provid- 
ing for full pay for every day of the session, 
and for mileage, stationery, &c. The Govern- 
or vetoed the bill in a rasping message, but it 
was passed notwithstanding his objections 
by a vote of 87 to 4 in the Senate and 165 to 
25 in the House. The» members go home 
to-day, with the unearned money in their 
pockets and the vituperation of the Gov- 
ernor ringing in their ears, to see how their 
constituents will take their performance.

It is reported that Messrs. BELForD and 
TELLER, of Colorado, denounce Judge Ket- 
LEY’s bill for the suspension of silver coinage 
as ‘‘a blow at the chief industry’ of their 
State.

The United States Government bought, 
with the tax-payers’ money, last year, 
coined, and piled up in its vaults more sil- 
ver than Colorado produced, and about 
three-fifths of all that the country produced. 
If the Government were engaged in steadily 
buying and storing half the newspapers 
printed in New-York, we should regard the 
withdrawal of the purchases asa “ blow,”’ 
and a very ugly blow, at one of the chief and 
most valuable industries of the Empire 
State. Doubtless the wheat-growers of 
Kansas, and the tobacco-planters of Ken- 
tucky, and the cotton-raisers of South Car- 
olina, if they were in the like situation, 
would feel very much as the Representative 
and Senator of Colorado feel. We notice a 
sentiment strikingly like theirs among the 
iron-makers of Pennsylvania, whose market 
the Government has been a long time bol- 
stering in a more indirect but equally unfair 
fashion. 

There is something charmingly fresh in 
the way in which the Colorado statesmen 
put their case. It does not occur to them 
that the tax-payer, when told that Colorado 
will be ruined if her silver is not bought up 
with his taxes, may be cynical enough to 
reply, ‘‘ Well, what of it?’ The support of

THE POLE AND WIRE QUESTION. 

The Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen reported yesterday in favor of 
compelling the electric light companies to 
remove their poles and wires from the public 
streets and to lay their conductors under the 
surface of the ground. Authority to do 
this has already been granted, but the com- 
panies have not seen fit to avail themselves 
of it. They have found it more convenient 
and economical to erect poles and string 
wires in the streets, and for the public con- 
venience they care nothing. The Board of 
Aldermen is not altogether free from blame 
in the matter, as it granted permits for the 
erection of the poles and wires, and now 
some of its members are in doubt as to 
whether it can undo its own mistaken action. 
This question has caused delay in acting on 
the report of the committce. 

The precise limits of the power of the 
Board of Aldermen in tke premises may be 
in doubt, but there is no doubt as to what 
ought to be done. It has been sufficiently 
demonstrated that wires conducting cur- 
rents powerful enongh for purposes of elec- 
tric lighting are dangerous both to the prop- 
erty and the lives of citizens. They in- 
crease the hazard of fire and interfere with 
the work of firemen. They are liable at 
any time to interrupt the alarm signals for 
fires, and any serious derangement of the 
wires if 2 menace to the safety of any per- 
son coming in contact with them. 

But there are strong reasons why all the 
unsightly poles and wires which now dis- 
figure our streets should be removed. They 
are not only a perpetual eyesore, but they 
are constantly interfering with the conven- 
ience and therightsof the people. Poles are 
planted in front of houses and wires are 
strung along roofs without the permission 
and in spite of the protests of their owners. 
Efforts to prevent the nuisance are either 
wholly useless or can be made effective only 
by vexatious litigation. The rights and 
wishes of the people are wholly disregarded 
by the corporations, which act asif they 
owned not only the streets of the City but 
the roofs of all its buildings. Even the 
authorities having control of franchises 
have shown little respect for private mghts. 
The outrage has grown to such dimensions 
in this City that it is plain that something 
will have to be done or violent hands may 
be laid on the offending poles and wires. 

The opposition of the companies to the 
The 
feasibility of laying electric wires under 
ground has been demonstrated, and though 
the- initial expense might be heavy, the ad- 
vantages of the system would in the long 
run offset it. The remedy for the entire 
evil is a plain one. We should have in 
this City spacious subways under 
all the leading thoroughfares—under ail 
the streets, in fact, where there is any ne- 
cessity for running electric wires—through 
which should pass conductors of every kind. 
They might accommodate not only electric, 
wires but pneumatic tubes and such pipes as 
are used for the multifarious purposes of 
communication, which are constantly in- 
creasing. They could, in fact, be made a 
very important and valuable adjunct to our 
streets, serving not only to put wires and 
pipes out of sight, but to protect them and 
afford all necessary access for inspection 
and repairs. Whatever power may be lack- 
ing to the City authorities for making pro- 
vision for a system of underground passage 
and for compelling its use should be sup- 
plied. The Legislature will soon be in 
session, and this matter should be pressed 
upon its attention in a manner that will in- 
sure speedy action. In the meantime every 
existing power should be vigorously applied 
to remedying the evil. 


A BIG HOUSE IN TROUBLE. 

MauoneE and RippLeEBERGER are dealers

THE BROOKLYN CHARLATAN. 


There is something saddening in the reve- 
lations made inthe course of the trial of 
Monck, the Brooklyn Healer, so called. It 
is sorrowful to see so many apparently in- 
telligent people testifying with all sincerity, 
as they do, to the supernatural powers of a 
humbug and acharlatan. Monck was sued 
by Henry, a.former employe, for his 
wages. Mongx’s defense was that, Henry 
was of no us¢ to him, and that he had main- 
tained him out of pure charity. Hrnry’s 
case was that Monck was a pretender, 
whose employ he had left because no 
honest man would work for him. Inci- 
dentally, the whole truth came out in the 
course of the trial. Moncx professes to cure 
all manner of diseases in the name of the 
Saviour of mankind. His asylumis known 
as ‘‘The Door of Hope.’’ His patients are 
chiefly women, upon whom he operates by 
manipulation and the imposition of hands. 
No decent newspaper could print in full the 
language used by Monox’s female dupes in 
describing the methods which he employed 
in his alleged cures. One woman, who was 
mure decent and self-contained than the rest 


| of the mad gang, said: ‘* Dr. Monck rubbed 


my heart, and then cured me in the name of 
the Blessed Master,. Jesus Crarist.”’ 


Numerous witnesses, chiefly women, 
called by Monck, eagerly testified to the 
miraculous gifts of healing possessed by 
Moncx, who claims to have been indorsed by 
the Earl BraconsFie.p, and befriended by 
Princess Mary of Cambridge, the Princess 
of Waters, and other royal personages. 
Moncsg is said to have made much moréy 
by pretending to cure all manner of diseases 
by the laying on of hands and the invoca- 
tion of Divine power. Brooklyn is a city, 
we have supposed, of rare intelligence. It 
is a city of churches, schools, and New- 
England traditions and education. Yet 
this charlatan, who is not unlike the 
“King of Pain’? and Zouave Jacob, 
has so~ completely bamboozled the 
women of that city that crowds of 
them--apparently decent and respectable— 
flock to the court to keep him in counte- 
nance by their applause and defend him by 
their enthusiastic testimony. There is in 
this some strong delusion. The women are 
given over to believe-a lie, and they believe 
it from the bottom of their hearts. It*is 
difficult for the psychclogist to attempt to 
reason out an intelligible explanation of a 
hallucination like this. It would be useless 
to attempt to reason one of these dupes out 
of her mental] captivity. Such people are 
the easy prey of quacks and pretenders. 


VENTILATE THE S8CHOOL-HOUSES. 


One of the members of the Brooklyn 
Board of Education, Mr. W. H. WHEELER, 
has been at some pains to collect statistics 
showing the relative proportion of cubic feet 
of air allowed to each pupil in the public 
schools in the United States and Europe. 
The/result is humiliating to the pride of 
every true American. We boast of having 
the biggest continent, the widest spaces, 
and the most healtiful atmosphere of all 
creation. Nevertheless, we are the most nig- 
gardly of all civilized nations in the matter 
of the air supply provided for our school 
children. And.of all other communities, 
American and European, New-York and 
3rooklyn head the column for stinginess in 
pure air. London, Paris, Glasgow, Balti- 
more, Washington, Providence, Syracuse, 
and Chicago furnish more cubic feet of air 
to the pupils in their public schools than we 
do. ‘these cities lead the van, and many 
other cities in this country and Europe fol- 
low hard after them. It is not necessary 
here to go into figures. -It is sufficient to 
say that Brooklyn and New-York are be- 
hind all other cities in the world, so far as 
heard from, in the matter of making pro- 
vision for a healthful atmosphere in the 
public school room. 

Attention has recently been called to the 
almost criminal negligence exhibited by our 
own Board of Education in this particular. 
If has even been found necessary that the 
Bosrd of Health should interfere in behalf 
of a sound public policy. Infants are being 
slowly poisoned in pestilential school-rooms. 
The only argument offered to impede an im- 
mediate and thorough reorganization of the 
school-house ventilation is that this would 
involve the temporary closing of some ot 
the schools. Asif it were better that chil- 
dren should_be taught in disease-creating 
Asif educa-

health. It were far better for the rising 
generation that they be given a whole year’s 
holiday than that they be exposed to disease 
and death for the sake of the little imperfect

Everv one knows that thousands of hu 


man beings axe killed annually in India by 


snakes, tigers, and other noxious animals. 


The impression, however, prevails that these 


| animals are steadily decreasing in numbers, 


owing to the enormous quantities of them 


| that are killed for the sake of the reward of- 


fered by the authorities. It is assumed that 
in time snakes and tigers will become ex- 
tinct, and, in the words of Bishop Hk&ser, 
there will be nothing vile in India except

man, That this is a painful mistake ig 
shown by the statistics recently published in 
the London Zelegraph. 

It appears that daring the last seven years 
the Indian tigers and other four-footed as- 
sassins killed twenty-eight thousand human 
beings, while of their own numbers about one 
hundred and forty thousand were killed. Dur- 
ing the same period the Indian snakes killed 
one hundred and twenty-six thousand hu- 
man beings, while nearly a million and a 
half of snakes were killed. At first glance 
one would fancy that the extirpation of these 
dangerous animals was only a matter of time, 
but this assumption is always made without 
taking into account the comparative rate at 
which wild animals and human beings in- 
crease, 

Now, a little familiarity with the manners 
and customs of wild animals and a little 
facility in the use of the multiplica- 
tion table will show that the snakes, 
tigers, and wolves of India, in spite of 
the slaughter which has been made among 
them during the last seven years, have in- 
creased at a much more rapid rate than have 
the human inhabitants of India. If the con- 
ditions continue to be the same, the precise 
period when the last resident of India will be 
bitten by asnake and his dead body be eaten 
by carnivorous quadrupeds can beaccurately 
calculated. Unless some pestilence breaks 
out among the tigers and snakes, or unless 
some new and wonderfully effective method 
of killing them is devised, the tigers and 
snakes must exterminate the human beings 
and India must become,a desert howling 
with hungry, man-eaters and hissing with in- 
numerable snakes, 

This is not a very pleasant prospect—ex- 
cept, perhaps, to an Irish Invincible, who 
would probably regard a republic of snakes 
and tigers as an ideal state—but it is none 
the less certain to be the fate of India. 
Mathematics—especially the multiplication 
table and the rule of three—cannot lie, and 
they prophesy the sure triumph of the Indian 
tigers and snakes with the same certainty 
with which they demonstrate the celebrated 
problem referred to as the one ‘‘about the 
nails in horses’ shoes.’’ 


Gov. CAMERON, of Virginia, very proper- 
ly calls attention to the fact that no man has 
been arrested for complicity in the Danville 
murders. It makes no difference what 
name is used to describe that affray, whether 
massacre, riot, or street brawl. The plain 
fact is that four men were killed, and it is 
disgraceful to the city of Danville that a 
judicial investigation has not been had. 


According to the reports made to the State

The condition of Egypt at present forcibly 
reminds one of a tremulous jelly of the sort one 
sees upon the dinner-table. That enterprising in- 
dividual Ex Maupr is making it excessively lively 
for the Egyptians, who are quivering with appre- 
hension and speculating as to what is to be the 
next move of the false prophet. Will he content 
himself with the conquest of the Soudan, or does he 
aspire, as it is said, to become the successor of 
MonammMeEn, and to start a new dynasty of Caliphs. 
In the latter case he will consider it desirable to 
march upon Mecca, the geographical centre of 
Mohammedanism, and that point once gained, ad- 
herents will flock to his standard by thousands, 
and all the northern coast of Africa will be 
set in a flame. Ex Mauopr has already gath- 
ered an army reported to consist of up- 
ward of 300,000 men, undisciplined, but fired 
by religious fanaticism. Not only the Khédive and 
Egypt, but Europe as well, are in a feverish con- 
dition over the situation, Somebody has got to 
fight the prophet, and that question remains still 
unsettled. If the successorof MoHammeEp extends 
his operations into Egypt England must bestir 
herse!f. If, on the other hand, he moves inthe 
direction of the French possessions in Africa, that 
warlike nation will be ecompeliedto take the field 
against him. Ex Manni seems so far to beina 
measure an unknown quantity in the problem. 
No one knows exactly where he is cr how large 
his army may be. The fate of Hicks Pasha's 
forces still remains in doubt. At any rate, the 
situation isan interesting one, and if Ex Mann is 
thrashed, it is to be hoped that it will prove a 

salutary lesson to prophets in future.

The City Council of Cleveland, Ohio, has 
voted to return to the old standard of time, be- 
cause of objections by a number of business men 
of the city to the change. The real time is 33 mina- 
utes faster than the central standard time which 
has thus been abandoned. 

The Chicago Journal gives this as an in- 
stance of patriotio gratitude for general vom- 
mendation: An aged colored couple in Terre 
Haute, Ind., who have had 25 children, four of 
whom were killed in the war, deeline a pension, 
saying that the Government has done enough for 
them in emancipating their race. 

The Bangor (Me.) Commercial lamentingly 
says : ** Because of our unwse legislation the hops 
that are raised in prohibitory Maine, especialiy in 
Afostovk County, are now taken to New-Hamp- 
shire and manufactured into beer, to be sent back 
to Maire to be drank, without our State obtaining 
any financial advantage from the industry.” 


Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote to those 
celebrating the semi-centennial of the Anti-Slavery 
Society: ‘Ido not feel thatI have any svecial 
right to be there, as I was later in waking to the 
daybreak of freedom than many of my less sleepy 
friends, but no one can sympathize more heartily 
with the heroes of the great struggle than I bave 
done since my eyes have been opened.” 


The Kennebec River was closed by ice on 
Sunday night last, Bath being the only port on the 
riverremainiog open. The Androscogzin is closed 
below Lewiston, and the Penobscot was skimmed 
over Sanday morning, and on Monday the ice was 
two inches thick at Bangor. Many ponds and 
lakes in Maine are frozen hard, and there is good 
sleighing in the northern and eastern parts of the 
State.

tion have not been felt. The emancipated class as 
a whole have done wisely and well under circum- 
stances of peculiar difficulty. The masters have 
learned that cotton can be raised better by free 
than slave labor, and nobody now wishes a return 
to slave-holding. Sectional prejudices are subsid- 
ing, the bitterness of the civil war is slowly pass- 
ing away. Weare beginning to feel that we are 
one people, with no really clashing interests, and 
none more truly rejoice in the growing prosperity 
of the South than the old Abolitionists, who hated 
wrt Aa acurse to the fmaster as well as the 
slave.” 


The Charleston (8S. C.) News and Courier 
advisesthe members of the Legislature, many of 
whom are said to favor the proposed repeal of the 
State Civil Rights pill, to let the bill alone. beliey- 
ing that this will be the wiser and better course, 
in spite of the faet, which it assumes, that the 
law is unnecessarily stringent and vrobably un- 
constitutional. “There is no possibility,” it says, 
‘of any serious inconvenience from the Jaw, and 
ifit be found injurious or irksome, it can be re- 
pealed or amended next year. There will be 
trouble enough in carrying the State election in 
1884 without loading down the Democracy with 
either an absolute repeal of the civil rights law 
ora proposition to call a constitutional conyen- 
tion.”

MINOR FOREIGN NEWS NOTES. 


German papers have advertised as shortly 
to appear in Leipsic the memoirs of the Duke of 
Coburg, but the Vienna Professor under whose re- 
vision the real memoirs are to appéar says that the 
book thus annotnced is entirely unauthorized, 
and that it has no connection with the genuine 
work, the time of whose appearance is stil] quite 
uncertain. 


The entire fishing fleet of Broughty Ferry, 
in Scotland. was recently provided with cans of 
oil for use in troubled waters, and several .fisher- 
men have already reported that the oil has been of 
great service. Meanwhile, at Dundee, a large 
steamer is being fitted with a tank to contain 120 
gallons of oil to be used when passing through 
heavy seas, lowering a life-boat, or at other times 
when convenient or necessary. 


Tho rooms at Windsor Castle which were 
for many years oceupied py John Brown are 
henceforth to be kept locked up, and will not be 
used by his suecessor or personal servant and 
page, or by any one else. During the past Autumn 
the staircase at Windsorleading from the octagon 
to the ante-room of the royal gallery of the Pri- 
vate Chapel has been entirely altered in order to 
make the ascent of it more easy for the Queen. 


Recent statistics of crime in Ireland show, 
for the first time since 1876, a falling off in the 
number of offenses of a serious kind. Since 1876 
these had been a steady increase until from 6,291 
the number had risen to 11,915. But in the year 
1881 the number fell to 10,606. Against this favor- 
able showing, however, is to be set the fact that 
the number of lighter offenses, usually classed as 
cases disposed of summarily, increased by more 
than 11,358, the total being 217,551. 


During some excavations not far from 
Verona recently the workmen found at a depth of 
more than 15 feet upward of 200 skeletons of ex- 
traordinary size, many being above six feet long. 
They were deposited side by side at a distance of 
about 15 inches from each other and beside them 
were weapons, brooches, and ear-rings in bronze. 
Many horns and bones of animals were also foung, 
one being that of a mammoth, while others were 
similgy to those found under the ancient lake 
dwellings. 


Two Frenchmen, Baron Mechin and the 


Cdmte de Mailly, arrived a few weeks ago in St... 


Petersburg, and a Paris newspaper reports them 
as having just completed a jcurney across the con- 
tinent of Asia. Thres years ago they set out from 
Pekin and went across Manchuria to Viadivostock. 
the Russian Pacifie port, from whonce they gurned 
westward and journeyed to Irkutsk, and thence 
through Semepalatirsk to Tarhkend. From this 
point they proceeded to Mery and then to Tehe- 
ran, going thence, either by the Caspian or the 
Caucasus, to Moseow and St. Petersburg.

‘* MEFISTOFELEW” 

The lack of sufficient rehearsal, which has 
been a striking teature of the present season at 
the Metropolitan Opera-house, was evident in the 
first performance of Boite’s ** Mefistofele”’ last even- 
ing, as it was in the first performances of “* Mignon,” 
“*Lohengrin,’”’ “Robert,” and “Don Giovanni.” 
The deficiencies last evening, however, were en- 
tirely confined to the work of the chorus and 
orchestra, as the soloists were all thoroughly pro- 
ficient, amd the representation, as far as they 
were concerned was by far the best that this noble 
work has yet received in this City. Thecast of the 
principal parts comprised Mme. Christine Nilsson 
as Margherita and Elena, Mme. Zelia Trebelli as 
Marta and Pantalis, Signor Campanini as Faust, 
and Signor Mirabella as Mefistofele. With the 
exception of tho last-named artist all of these sus- 
tained the same parts at the first production of the 
opera in London, Signor Nanetti then being the Me- 
fistofele. At previous performances of the work in 
this city the title character has been taken by 
Signor Novara, who, perhaps, succeeds in infusing 
a trifle more of the Satanic element in his imper- 
sonation, than Mirabella does and is more spirited 
in his rendering of the two detached solos of 


Mefistofele, the ‘Son lo Spirito®’ in Aet. L, 
and the “Ecco il mondo,” in the,Brocken scene, 

On the whole, however, Signor Mirabella’s im- 
personation of this exceeding difficult part was 
very creditable; his full, rich voice was effective in 
the prologue and in the quartet of the garden 
scene, and his acting will undoubtedly improve 
with repetitions of the opera. 

As for the other soloists no words except those 
of praise need be used to describe their work. It 
is doubtful if, even in ** Lonengrin,’’ Mme. Nilsson’s 
voice bas ever been heard to such good advantace 
asit was last night in the beautiful quartet and duo 
in which Margherita takes part in Act Il.; in the 
pathetic music of the dungeon, orin the fascinating 
scene of the Classical Sabbath, with its lovely 
duet for sopranoand contralto and its delightful 
love music. Itis easy to understand the success 
of this opera in London after witnessing Mme. 
Nilsson’s performance of the dual role 
allottea to the soprano. She interprets the com- 
poser’s meaning with a facility and intelligence 
due alike to her genius and her thorough artistic 
training, and she gives to the music that lovely 
quality of voice aud virile and impassioned style 
which have illumined other familiar roles and 
closely associated them, in the minds ofthis public 
at least, with Mme. Nilsson’s name, but which 
seemin no other part to be more fittingly dis- 
played than in this. . 

Signor Campanini portrayed Faust with the rare 
musical intelligence which he has hitherto shown 
in this part. He is, ina certain sense, the inter- 
pretor of Boito, for it was through his efforts that 
**Mefiistofele’ was first produced, both here 
in England, and he _ bestows his best 
energies on this opera with the _  affec- 
tion of a friend as well as the skill of 
a virtuoso. His voice was in splendid condition 
last evening, and his singing throughout the opera 
was beautiful, whiie he bore the main burden of 
the performance in a masterly manner. Mme. 
Trebeili’s rich and tuneful! voice and her perfect 
style made the parts of Marta and Pantalis quite 
as interesting as the other réles. She did ber 
share of the quartet in Aet Il. and of 
the duet with Elena in Act IV. with the 
skill of a thorough artist. Signor Cleofonte 
Campanini conducted. In the ‘* Prologue” he had 
a@ thankless task, but afterward, although the 
choruses can not be sald to have been imposing 
at any time, they were not rendered so wretch- 
edly as the songs of the mystics, the cherubim, and 
the peniteuts wero.

LAND SWINDLE IN VIRGINIA. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF PROMISSORY NOTES 
SECURED BY IMAGINARY LANDS. 

WHEELING, West Va., Dec. i—The interior 
eounties of West Virginia have long been eonsid- 
ered by land swindlers as their legitimate fleld of 
operations. Whole townships are bought and sol¢ 
(on paver) in a way to excite the admiration of the 
most expert confidence men. In some counties the 
tax duplicate calis for four times the number of 
acres contained within their bounds, Lands in 
Randolph, Tucker, Webster, Nicholas, and other 
counties, have been sold in this way for years, and 
the attempts of duped purchasers to get possession 


of somebody else's lands have resulted in endless 
litigation. Many companies bave been formed for 
systematic dealing in these lands, and one of these 
has just been unearthed, the swindling operations 
of which have been very extensive. 

A few weeks ago Mr. John G. Hutehinson, an 
attorney of this city, received for collection from 
S. P. Shallcop, a farmer of Montgomery County, 
Penn., a note for $500 made by one M. B. Francis, 
of Webster County, this State, to J. C. Carpenter, 
Trustee for the Real Estate Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of Washington, D. C., said note purporting to 
be secured by @ mortgage on unincumbered 
real estate in Webster County. On the back 
ef the note was a eertiticate signed by J. C. Wil- 
sor, Vice-President ofthe Real Estate Loan and 
Trust Company, and G. M. Balloch, Secretary, 
certifying that the title to the property had been 
examined and found Al. A slight investigation 
disclosed to Attorney Hutchinson the fact that all 
Was not right, and a thorough examination into 
the matter revealed the following: Francis, the 
maker of the note, and Carpenter, the Trustee, 
stand in with Wilson and Balloch. Francis sola to 
the company asmail piece of xround in Webster 
County, the title to which he bad forfeited through 
failure to pay the taxes, and this sale the enter- 
prising quartet made the basis of 2%) notes of $500 
each and 50 notes of $100 each, representing about 
50,000 acres of land, ali of which it is believed they 
have worked off onaconfiding public.

On free trade, I think I 
may safely say, the great wheels of the campaign 
of '84 will pivot. Ihave therefore devoted myself 
to it in all its branches during the past two weeks. 
Still, it isa subject which I feel I must not deal 
with lightly. I shall go slow. Yes," he said re- 
flectively, ‘‘I shall go very slow.” 

““What are your views upon free trade, Mr. 
Carlisle?’ 

“Free trade, Sir, is the natural sequence to that 
reciprocity and general conservation of the balance 
naturally sought between supply and demand, 
whick not only affects the welfare of the individ. 
ual but of the nation, and by a reflex movement 
sometimes misunderstood by false economists— 
whether willfully or not—retreacts upon interna- 
tional comity to greater or less extent, according 
asthe ebb‘and flow of produce varies, which I 
think is certain.” 

“You are then in its favor?” 

“Certainly. But in a negative, or, as I may 
more clearly say, in a reflex way. Take the tax 
on toothpicks, forexample. A single accident to 
a boom on the Penobscot may deprive the Nation 
of timber picks for a fortnight, just as an epidemic 
of pips may cut us off from the quill variety. Result 
—dentistry goes up, up, up—toothpicks rise~—and 
the general interests of the country languish. Do 
you see my point?” 

“Ye-es. But—"’ 

“But we must goslow. Take the match and 
stove polish industries. Break down the tariff, 
and where are they? No, Sir; we must go slow. 
Affect the matches, and where is your quinine? 
Touch overshoes, and yon knock cigarettes. It is 
a@ very complex problem.” 

** What is your attitude on the liquor tax?” 

“Tam strongly in favor, Sir, of maintaising it 
until it is modified or removed. On this issue I 
am unalterably fixed.” 

“Then your position on the tariff—” 

“Just what I was coming to. Yes, Sir, on the 
tariff I shall take a bold and vigorous stand. The 
tariff is Democracy’s strong point.” 

“And your position is—” 

“Tam, Sir, I may say~er—I am in favor of a 
tariff for revenue to the exclusion of free trade, 
and for free trade to the exclusion of a tariff for 
revenue only, for I am convinced that tariff reform, 
with incidental or accidental protection, while it 
protects the revenue apparently, is still, as we must 
admit, dangerous to free trade and alien tothe 
interests which that very protection of the pro- 
tective tariff —here Mr. Carlisle began to warm 
up—“ would fail to accommodate to the real un- 
derlying interests of the country; and therefore, 
while it protects and stimulates home production, 
would naturally destroy the conservative equilibri- 
um whose maintenance is vital to the commercial 
vigcr of the Nation, and would, if unchecked, lead 
to the almost total annihilation of either free trade 
or revenue, or both, and the destruction, as I said, 
of the conservative equilibrium. here, Sir, I take 
it, is the keynote of the campaien of ’84.”

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THE DWIGHT INSURANCE CASE. 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS ON 
COUNSEL. 


Norwicuz,.N. Y., Dec. 5.—Mr. Laroque con- 
tinued his argument fora non-suit inthe Dwight 
case to-day. He took up the third point, where 
Dwight elaimed he was insured in various compa- 
nies, but in which he never had any insurance. 
Referring to the Connecticut Mutual, he said they 
issued their policy and sent it in direetly to Mr. 
Harding, their Binghamton agent. Mr. Harding 
showed it to Col. Dwight, and the latter sent him 
to Mr. Pine. Harding delivered the policy to Pine, 
who kept it a fewdays. It was not approved, 


and no premium was ever paid; then the 
company ordered it back. Mr. Laroque then 
stated the facts in regard to the New-York Mutual 
polar. Their policy was issued and sent to Mr. 
wight, who then delivered it to Pine. There was 
trouble about itand no premium was ever paid. 
This policy was ordered back by the company. 
Mr. Laroque claimed that neither Dwight nor his 
agent, Mr. Pine, ever approved either policy, and 
Dwight answered faisely when he said he was in- 
sured in those companies. The fourth point was 
that Dwight in his application stated that he 
had filled up no applications which had not 
led to an insurance. The application to the Ger- 
man Insurance Company was datea Aug. 20. 1878. 
At tne time this was filled up there were at least 
six other applications which had not then led toan 
insurance, and some of them never did Jead to the 
issuance of a policy. In this respect he claimed 
Dwight had answered falsely. Mr. Luroque argued 
that Dwight answered these four questions falsely, 
and inso doing had broken the warranty of the 
contract of insurance, thus rendering the policy 
null and void. Then he proceeded to state the 
rules of law, citing cases applying to the various 
ag 3 on whieh he had applied for a non-suit. 
r. Lareque’s argument lasted nearly six hours. 
On behalf of the plaintiffs, Mr. Newton answered 
that according to the decisions of this State neither 
the policy nor the application contained a war- 
ranty. The word ‘‘representations’’ was used in 
the policy, and nowhere the word “ warranty” 
appeared. The policy also stated that it was 
to be null and void if any of the repre- 
sentations were false, but the defend- 
acts had failed to prove the falsity of 
any answers. Mr. Newton first touched upon the 
point of Dwieht’s occupation. He argued that the 
answer was not exhaustive but true as far as it 
went. He acknowledged the hotel-keeping, but 
claimed that part of the time be owned land in 
Canada, Binghamton and other places, A man 
who gives up bis original business fora short time 
does pot change his vocation, and it was in proof 
that after the keeping of the hotel 
Dwight returned to the business of real 
estate and grain dealer. The hotel-keep- 
ing was simply an incident in the real 
,estate business of Dwight, which he held at the 
time of the crash in 1873, and he attempted to 
place the property in such a ecndition that it 
would be a paying investment. Hermans was the 
agent of the company. and heknew of the hotel- 
keeping, hence, counsel argued, his knowledge 
bound the company. In regard tothe question of 
the selling of liquors, Mr. Newton said that the 
question as stated referred to the selling of liq- 
uors as a business, while Dwight sold liq- 
uors only as an incident to his _ hotel- 
keeping, and Hermans probably knew of 
such saie and thus bound the company. Mr. New- 
ton referred to the question in regard to the spit- 
ting of blood, and said that such a disease consist- 
ed of spitting blood from the lungs, a hemorrhage 
whieh would leave, a cicatrix,and not a nodule 
or wart. Within a year atter this alleged blood. 
spitting Dwight was insured for $120,000 and 
the pbysicians who examined him pronounced him 
a sound healthy man. Upon the point as to in- 
surance in other companies, he argued that the 
policies in both the Connecticut Mutual and the 
Mutual of New-York were issued by the com- 
panies and sent to their Binghamton ageuts; then 
they were shown to Dwight and he approved 
them and sent the agents to sign for the premium.

REPUBLICANS WHO ARE CANVASSING FOR 


THE SPEAKERSHIP OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, Dec. 5,—Assemblyman George Z. 
Erwin passed through this city this week on his 
way westward to the wilds of St. Lawrence. He 
had been to New-York partly on business of a 
legal nature, but more particularly to get his bear- 
ings upon the Speakership question. He is a aan- 
didate for the honor of wielding the gavel in the 
Republican Assembly of 1884. Senator Lynde was 
with him, and one of the gentlemen whom they 
early called upon after their arrival in Gotham was 
their wily countryman, ex-Bank Superintendent 
Hepburn. Mr. Erwin professes to have learned 


enough to satisfy himself, at all events, that Mr. 
Titus Sheard, of Herkimer, has not got a eomplete 
walk-over in the Speakership race, He does not 
believe that Senator Miller is interesting himself 
for Mr. Sheard, or Mr. Cornell, either. for that 
matter, and he frankly says that he thinks the de- 
velopments of the canvass will prove that this be- 
lief is well founded, The friends of Mr. Erwin say 
he will have some strength in the western end of 
State. They believe that Mr. James Warren, 
Chairman of the Republican State Committee, 
favors Mr. Erwin, though he appears to have taken 
no handinthe Speakership contest as yet. One 
great difficulty that is experienced by Mr. Erwin 
as well as by all the other candidates, if they would 
tell the truth about the matter, is that of seeuring 
pledges so far in advance of the caucus. It is ad- 
mitted that the new members of the Assembly are 
doing a good deal of looking about for themselves 
in the absence of any decided machine pressure. 
Mr. Erwin is a lawyer, and will begin‘his third con- 
secutive term in the Assembly in January next. 

Mr. Titus Sheard is leaving ne stone unturned in 
his efforts to carry off the prize. His friends as- 
sure him that he is the first man in the race, just 
as he was the first one to be entered among the 
starters. If hie movements could be traced on a 
map by means of a dotted line, the line would be 
found to be very irregular and to extend in 
every direction, north, south, east, and west. 
If a similar line was used to describe tne foot- 
prints of his rival, Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, it 
would be seen that the two lines crossed each 
other repeatedly and at short intervals, as if one 
was Closely studying the tactics as well as the 
movements of the other. Some politicians say 
that the race is between Mr. Sheard and Mr. 
Roosevelt, with the former leading by a good 
length, while the latter is wickedly chewing upon 
the bit and vigorously kicking up the dust at the 
heels of the Herkimer man. 

Mr. Roosevelt is making a vigorous personal can- 
vass, and will have many droll stories to tell this 
Winter of his adventures in search of members in 
the rural districts. He claims to have secured con- 
siderable strength within the last 10 days. Some 
of the members who served with bim the past two 
years are committed to him. Mr. Roosevelt’s ro- 
bust independence is regarded by the politicians 
as being against him in this race. 

Gen. Husted has emphatically declined to hea 
candidate. He has declared in favor of De Witt 
C. Littlejohn, of Oswego. whose five terms as 
Speaker appear to increase rather than diminish 
longings to handle the gavel. Mr. Littlejobn’s 
strength is as yet an unknown quantity. George 
B, Sloan is ardently at work in his behalf. 

The only other member on the list of those who 
are making a canvass is Mr. Williaun T. O'Neil, of 
Franklin. Mr. O’Neil was a member of the last 
two houses, and though a quiet worker was 
none the less shrewd. determined, and effeetive 
in the management of the unskilled minority. He 
is the only candidate who has not found it neces- 
sary to visit New-York. In his letter to his 
Revublican associates he says: ‘To preside 
over a Republican Assembly,” writes he, 
“seems to me to be a praiseworthy ambition. 
but while I desire the position I do not intend 
to make a personal canvass to secure it. 
I have no * claims’ to urge in support of my eandi- 
daey. Lam not the candidate of any clique or 
faction, and I shall not make any combination with 
candidates for other places; nor shall I seek to 
purchase success by bartering away in advance 
the legitimate power of the ehair, or in any way 
hamper my future action by pledges of appoint- 
ments or patronage, preferring to remain abso- 
lutely free to make the distribution of places upon 
the basis of merit alone, untrammeled by promises 
or false ideas of courtesy. I invite the elosest 
scrutiny of my record in the Assemblies of 1882 and 
1883, and refer to my legislative associates and the 
representatives of the press upon the Assem- 
bly floors for testimony as to my qualificatiens. 
Iam in favor of the reform and elevation of the 
civil service, of purer and better politieal methods, 
of rigid economy in public expenditures, of more 
equal distribution of taxation, and of exact jus- 
tice to all interests seeking legislative relief. I be- 
lieve the Legislature ought to be organized with- 
out any attempt at personal control by outside in- 
fluences. Tnere should be in the erganization 
nothing of sectional, factional, or personal signifi- 
cance. The Republicans ought to meet in Albany 
unpledged, unbiased, and free to fairly consider 
the merits of the several! aspirants, and select the 
man who, in character, associations, and ten- 
dencies gives assurance of the best results.”

GOV. CAMERON ON THE DEBT, EDUCATION, 
AND THE DANVILLE MURDERS. 


RicHMOND, Va., Dec. 5.—The General As- 
sembly met at noon, and both houses organized by 
the election of the Demoeratic caueus nominees, 
A joint committee waited on the Governor, and 
soon thereafter his message was received and read. 

Gov. Cameron in his message deals mainly with 
State affairs. In the matter of the public debt, he 
refers at leneth to the working of the Riddleberger 
act, and recommends that the requirements of the 


bill shall be all carried out by the present Legisla- 
ture, and that further legislation be adopted to in- 
crease its effectiveness, In relation to the condi- 
tien of the public school system, he says that in 
the past two vears the facilities for free education 
have been almost doubled. He hopes that his 
views in favor of furnishing means for teaching 
all the ape ge to understand their rights, to know 
the limit of their privileges, and feel and perform 
the full measure of their duties, will meet with no 
oppesition in Virginia, and he urges upon the Legis- 
lature the importance of further improving the 
means of educating children of all classes. 

Referring to the recent trouble in Danville, he 
Bays: 

“Tt is sad to mar the pleasant picture by alluding to 
an unhappy circumstance which all good people 
should pray God shall never be repeated in the State 
of Virginia. Far be it from the Governorof this Com- 
monwealth, whose dutie: are purely executive, to 
criticise in any partisan sense the trouble by which 
death and blood came on Nov. 3 to many citizens in 
one of thecities of this State. There is no purpose 
here to ask your honorable body to investigate the 
matter; there is no right vested in the Governor to do 
so. But the charge made against this State and 
that community is this, that men were kliled, men 
were wounded, (of no matter what party, of no mat- 
ter what color,) and that, contrary to all the law- 
serving habits of this people. DO man hae been ac- 
cused, arrested, or tried for his part in the killing 
or wounding. This is the view of the affair in which 
ail good people should join, A judicial investigation 
should be had, Witnesses should be allowed to tes- 
tify. should be made to testify, and the truth should 
be made apparent. so that thé Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia should be placed before the world as one of the 
States which tries crime, no matter who may be the 
criminal.” 

A resolution was introduced inthe Senate calling 
upon Senator Mahone to resign. The preambie 
consists of a sharp arraignment of the Senator.

At last the great and only Barnum has se- 
eured the prize he bas coveted for half a century 
in the shape of asacred white elephant, and it is 
expected that Jumbo will turn pale with envy, a 
transformation which will have its advantages.

Mr. J. B. Gaylord, the chief agent of Barnum, 
Bailey & Hutchinson, went into the very presence 
of royalty itself, and actua!ly had the audacity te 
offer the King of Siam, in person, seated upon his 
imperial throne with his regal crown upon his 
sovereign: ‘head, $100,000 for one of the 
white elephants that his Court and people 
worshiped. When the King reeovered 
from his astonishment he sent Mr. 
Gaylord to his uneles, who were in charge of the 
sacred elephants, (it should be understood that the 
word “uncle” does not imply a financial relation- 


his proposition. These worthy gentlemen were so 
shocked and horrified that they implored Mr. Gay- 
lord to flee from Bangkok, lest the vengeance of 
the Court and the Siamese people overtake him 
for his blasphemous presumption.

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MILWAUKEE ARSON CASE. 


MRS. BENNETT CONFESSES AND FIXES THE 
CRIME UPON HER MUSBAND. 

MiILWwavukeEs, Dec. 5.—Ail doubts as to the 
guilt of Edward J. Bennett and his wife, Elenor, 
who are under arrest ona charge of arson, were 
set at rest at a late hour last evening by a volun- 
tary confession whieh was made public to-day. 
The wife charges her husband with the attempt to 
burn the house and its contents for the insurance 
on the furniture, and she gives a detailed account 
of the plans laid and carried out by Bennett. Tho 
crime for which the two were arrested was 


one of the tiost skillfully planned attempts 
at arson ever discovered in the city of 
Milwaukee. The building is a three-story-and- 
basement double-frame structure, frouting on 
Third-street, between Wells and Grand avenues, 
and js surrounded on all sides by valuable build- 
ings. About 1:30 o’clock on Friday morning last 
police officers passing the house saw smoke and 
flames issuing from the windows of two floors and 
fire bursting through the north wall. An alarm 
Was sounded, and the Fire Department quickly 
responded. When Chief Foley reached the scene 
the fire was raging in a closet on the 
first floor, a store-room on the second, and a closet 
adjoining. In an hour the fire was under control. 
Fire kindling and straw were found in eaeh 
apartment, all saturated with oil. Pails of oil 
were hanging from the wallsin sueh a way that 
the moment a stream of water was introduced, 
the burning oil would be seattered about the 
building, spreading the flames in all directions. 
Bennett and his wife were in Chicago, but suspi- 
cion was at once directed toward them, and they 
were arrested immediately on their return the 
morning following. 

Since her arrest Mrs. Bennett has been in great 
mental distress, and has rarely tasted food. Her 
nights have been sleepless anc she has wept freely. 
Last evening her father arrived from Ohio, and he, 
in company with Mr. and Mrs. Smalley, her broth- 
er-in-law and sister, respectively, were closeted 
with her for some time. Chief of Police Wason 
was finally summoned and thejwoman then made 
a confession. ** My husband," she began, “has lil- 
treated me for years: he has been jealous and 
cross, and has abused, beaten, and maltreated me 
until I was almost heartbroken. Three weeks ago 
Teould stand it no longer and told him we must 
part. He finally consented to a separation, and 
said he had aplanto propose. He explained that 
he had paid about $1,600 on our furniture, which 
was insured, and that he would burn the house 
and get the insuranee. He would give me $200, 
and I might then return to my father. I 
said, ‘My God, what are you going to 
do?” He replied he would fix it alt 
right. We talked of it for several weeks 
I did all Icould to dissuade him, but: he insisted. 
He said he would give me $200, and that I must 
remain in the city for two months after the fire 
until the insurance was settled. He packed my 
trunks, and sent everything valuable to his brother, 
living near Aberdeen, Dakota. On the Monday 
morning before the fire he prepared combustibles 
and placed them in a closet. Wednesday he 
Placea kindiings and shavings in the store- 
room. Thursday morning hay, straw. and 
pine wood were piled in another closet; 
then we went to Mr. Smalley’s, intending to go 
to Chicago. In the afternoon he went up town for 
a few minutes, then returned, and we took the 4 
o’eloek train for Chicago. Iasked him where he 
had been. He sald to the house, ‘My God,’ I 
said, ‘what have youdone?’ Hereplied that he 
had fired the d—— nouse. When asked how he did 
it he said he had placed a slow fire in each pile of 
shavings, and that at 2 o’clock A. M. the whole 
structure would be in a blaze. I told him it 
would be seen and put out. He said‘ No,’ as he 
had closed and locked all the doors. I then said 
it could not burn with the doors closed, but he said 
be had flooded the house with kerosene. We went 
to Chicago and stopped at the Western-Avenus 
Hotel. In the morning he got up early and found 
by reading a paper thatthe fire had been put out. 
‘Failed, by God!’ he exclaimed. We took the 
next train for home. On the cars he bought an- 
other paper and saw we were suspected. He then 
told me we would be arrested the moment we left 
= train. and said we must tell one story and stick 

0 it.” 

She explained that Bennett bought five gallons 
of oil, and that the whole of this was used In 
spreading the flames. In what manner the fire 
was appiled she did not know. Two valuable 
guns, a violin, and other articles of value were sent 
to Aberdeer with her clothing. Mrs. Bennett is 20 
years old. Her husband is45. She methim on a 
steam-boat excursion when she was only 15 years 
old. They corresponded for a few months and 
were married. Since that time, she alleges, Ben- 
nett has been a perfect demon, and when arrested 
her arms and shoulders still bore the marks of a 
beating which he gave her. Up to the time of 
their arrest they had always stood well in the com- 


munity.

WHERE JUSTiCH FAILED. 


THE DIFFICULTY OF PUNISHING ELECTION 
FRAUDS IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 

Cotumst, 8. C., Dec. 5.—The result of the 
trial of John A. Mitchell, a Charleston city detee- 
tive, chargea with forcibly. preventing colored 
men from registering during the registration of 
1882 and resisting arrest by a United States Deputy 
Marshal for that offense, has again demonstrated 
that no jury can be obtained in South Carolina 
that will convict violators of the United States 
election laws. The evidence was clear and direct. 
The Government was ably represented by Messrs. 
Melton and Speer, two of the best lawyers in the 
South, and Judge Bond's charge was explicit upon 
all points at issue, Yet, after being locked up for 


17 hours, an apparently intelligent jury, composed 
chiefly of whites, returned into court this morning 
and declared thatit could not agree. Itis said 
that only three held out for acquittal. The whole 
trial was exciting and remarkable. 

Nearly one week was consumed by the Dem- 
ocratic counsel in dilatory motions and demurrers, 
all of which Judge Bond overruled. Judge Bryan 
dissented from Judge Bond in every instance, and 
asall dilatory measures were introduced by his son, 
Kennedy Bryan, this faet has caused considerable 
remark. Thelanguage used by counsel for the 
defense was often violent and inflammatory, and 
especially so in aspeesh made by ex-State Attor- 
ney-General Youmans. He denounced the Gov- 
ernment and its officers, and alluded to Attorney- 
General Brewster as “that man in ruffles who 
acts under the auspites of that fellow Arthur.” 
His conduct became so unseemly during Mr. 
Speer’s closing argument that Judee Bond felt 
constrained to threaten him with arrest before he 
cesisted. 

J. P. Woolfe, United States Supervisor at Char- 
leston during the last election, pleaded guilty to 
dereliction of duty and being intoxicated, and was 
fined $200. The trial of Fred Horsey, State Suver- 
visur of Election, charged with discriminating on 
aecount of color during last year’s registration, 
was begun to-day.

ORDERED TO GO ROME. 

While Assistant District Attorney O’Byrne 
Was summing up on Monday, in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, in the trial of Louise Coty, for an 
assault on her husband with intent to kill him, 


Mrs. Coty became violently excited by some re- 
marks he made, and finally had to be taken from 
the court-room in a hysterical state. Dr. Hardy 
reported to Judge Brady that she would not re- 
cover control over her emotions for at least 
twenty-four hours, and the trial was ad- 
journed until yesterday morning. When she 
entered the court-room yesterday she again 
became hysterical on seeing Mr. O’Byrne. 
As it seemed inipossibie to control her so that the 
trial might be finished, her counsel, Mr. A. C. 
Palmer, offered a piea of guilty of assault in the 
third degree, which was accepted by the Assistant 
District Attorney and approved by Judge Brady, 
Sentence was suspended over her on condition 
that she would return to France, whence she eame 
about three months ago in pursuit of her husband, 
who obtained a legal separation from her there, 
and was awarded the custody of their child. Her 
counsel accepted the eondition, and Mra. Coty 
soon regained her eomposure on being informed 
of the result. Her husband will pay for her pas-

Anything that would 
class better than medium sold a little stronger, 
the advance as compared with last week amount- 


ing from 10 to 20 cents. Common lots were under 


neglect, but a lack of adequate supplies of well fatted 


droves made it possible for holders to close out with- 
out sacrificing prices. A few more good export 
steers would havefound buyers and some extra holl- 
day beeves Were wanted. Few of the former and none 
of the latter were offered, the supply consisting for the 


most part of fair to good 1,000 to 1,300 pound steers, 


for which the prevailing prices were $4 to $5 50. Sales

THE GNION OF GROCERY 

METEOR 

MR. FULLES’S ASSISTANT TELLS HOW KROOSZ 
INITIATED HIM. 


Christian Kroosz, the enterprising milkman 
who organized the A B C Union for the assistance 
and encouragement of grocery clerks who wished 
te steal from their employers, was arraigned be- 
fore Police Justice Power, in the Yorkville Police 
Court, yesterday, for examination. Several! gro- 

| cers who had been robbed by thelr clerks under 
| Kroosz’s auspices Were present, among them 
George Fulle, who is prosecuting the prisoner, and 
Louis Andreson. Tietjen, the clerk who “ gave 
away” the union; Diedrich Meyer, and Henry 


Precht, another member, were among the wit- 
nesses. Col. Charles 8. Spencer appeared for 
Kroosz, and the Steckler Brothers, counsel for the 
Retail Grocers’ Union, were the prosecuting at- 
torneys. 

Tietjen wes the only witness examined, and he 
told the same story relavedin Tue Times of yester- 
day. Hesaid that be had known Kroosz ever since 
be haa been in Fulle’s employ, about two years. 
Kroosz first broached the subject of the unien to 
him one morning last May,when he came as usual! to 
the store to bring Fulle’s supply of milk. The wit- 
ness testified that Kroosz asked him on this occa- 
sion if he ever “had a chance to make anything 
outside of his salary."" The boy told him he had 
not, and Kroosz said that if he only watched his 
opportunities he would find chances enough. A 
few days afterward Kroosz broached the matter 
again, and on the 2d day of June the boy made his 
first theft from the money-drawer. He hid the 
money behind a desk and gave it to Kroosz 
the next morning. Here Mr. Steckier produced 
a memorandum, which Tietjen admitted was 
in his handwriting, where the boy had 
kept an account of all the money he had paid to 
Kroosz for the union. It amounted to more than 
$400, and on a separate page were the amounts 
kept by Kroosz as his commission. ‘Tietjen swore 
that the first meeting of the. A B C Union he at 
tended was held over Andreson’s grocery store, at 
No. 810 Second-avenue, on Oct. 18. Precht, Andre- 
son's clerk; a clerk who was employed by a grocer 
named Ahn, and two clerxs from Mrs. Ann Papen- 
hausen’s store were present, and al] paia Kroosz 
their month's dues of $125 each. Kroosz entered 
the amounts in a beok, and told the witness that 
the union had a capital of $20,000. Kroosz gave 
each one a paper containing the financial transac- 
tions of the union that day. The one he gave the 
witness read:

On eross-examination, the witness swore that 
he knew the other clerk in the store, Meyer, 
Fulle’s nephew. was stealing before he began him- 
self, but that Meyer never gave him any of the 
money.

“ What did yeu do with the money you stole, 
then ?”’ asked Col. Spencer. 

a I gave it to Kroosz,”’ replied the witness. 

“ What did he do with it ?’ Col. Spencer inquired 
sharply. 

Ks You'd better ask Kroosz,"”’ put in Mr, Steckler. 

I deny that he had anything to do with it,” 
said the Colonel excitedly, addressing the Justice. 
** I wish to state here, for the benefit of the press, 
that Mr. Kroosz is a man of exceptionally good 
character. { am firmly convinced of his innocence, 
and IJ deny that he had anything to do with any A 
B C Union.” 

“If you didn’t deny it you wouldn’t be doing 
zoer duty to your client,” remarked Mr. Steckler

Tietjen said that on Sunday, after confessing his 
thefts to his employer, he burned up a book that 
Kroosz had given him that contained memoranda 
of the proceedings and finances of the union, be- 
cause all the members had sworn to destroy these 
books if the union should ever be discovered. He 
did not know any other clerks who were members 
than those he had mentioned, but Kreosz had teld 
him that there were 25 members in all. 

The examination was adjourned until Saturday, 
the 15th inst., and Justice Power, upon Mr. Steck- 
ler’s motion, increased Kroosz’s bail from $1,500 to 
$5,000. which was furnished by his brother, John 
Kroosz. Justice Power said that ne would have 
made Kroosz’s bail larger the day before, if'he had 
understood fully the enormity of his offense, The 
boys who belonged tothe union were given in 
ecbarge of their employers to appoar as witnesses 
atthe next session of the examination. Daniel 
Boehan, who is charged with; receiving stolen 
money from{Foile’s other clerk, was arrested yes- 
terday, and gave $600 bail for his appearanee in

NO. 8 ALONE UNHEARD FROM. 


slalaiaiccaniads 
DEFINITE REPORTS AS TO THE OTHER PILOT 
BOATE. 

There seems to be little doubt tiat the 
pilot boat which was sunk last Monday morning 
by the Alaska was the Columbia, No. 8. All of the 
other pilot boats have been heard from since the 
time of the disaster. The Alaska was probably the 
first vessel that No. 8 attempted to supply with a 
pilot. Had any of her men left her before the dis- 
aster they would have reached port on Monday, or 
at the latest on Tuesday. The pilot on the Ham- 
burg steam-ship Moravia, which arrived yester- 


day, reports that he left No. 4 260 miles east of 
Sandy Hook, and passed New-Jersey No. 8 last 
Saturday night about 2380 miles east of Sandy 
Hook. Thesame pilot reported that he passed 
No. 18 and No. 5. The iatter was about 
120 miles east of Sandy Hook. The statement 
made by Boat-keeper Nichols, of Ne. 20, that he 
assed the missing No. 8on Monday afternoon has 
oon corrected by other members of the crew of 
that boat. They say that they passed No. 8 on 
Sunday and not on Monday. She was then off 
Barnegat with shortened sail, and was headed 
toward the place where the accident happened. 

There were few inguirers as to the iost boat at 
the pilot head-quarters in Burling-slip yesterday. 
The friends of the pilots on No. 8 generally regard 
them as having been lost, and the families of the 
missing men entertain but little hope that they 
willyet turn up. A dispatch was received at the 
pilot office stating that a fishing smack while 
cruising south of Fire Island had passed several 
pieces of wreckage, which probably came from 
the lost boat. None of the pilots knew where the 
fishing smack had put in, but it was thought that 
she had anchored in Gravesend Bay for a short 
time and had put tosea again. The pilots think 
that the wreckage passed must have come from 
the lost Columbia. The life-saving crews along 
the coast otf Long Island received instructions 
to keep a sharp lookout for pieces of wreckage 
in the hope that something would come ashore 
which would determine positively whieh was the 
boat sunk by the Alaska. ‘lhe reports already re- 
ceived, however, at the pilot office from all of the 
boats but No: 8 make the search for pieces of 
wreckage appear of little use. The disaster scems 
to have cast a gloom over the men in the pilot ser- 
vice, and all their boats in the harbor are flying 
their flags at balf-mast. 

No onejis able apparently to give the names of 
the four sailors who shipped on No. 8, and nothing 
is known about the cook further then that he was 
a Swede named Fortblade. There have been no 
inguiries made for seamen who might have 
been on the boat, and from this fact it 
is inferred that none of the four had 
a family in this part of the country. William 
White, the boat-keeper, was a young man but 23 
years of age, and was serving an apprenticeship 
asa pilot. He leaves a wife, who resides in Tomp- 
kinsville. The names of the lost pilots were pub- 
jiished in Tur Times yesterday. Pilot Metcalf 
was 57 years old, and left two children, 
one of whom is a _ pilot. His home was 
at Stapleton. Pilot Wolf was 43 years 
of age He resided at Ne. 146 Rutledge- 
street, Brooklyn, and leaves a wife and six chil- 
dren. Pilot Noble, who was Captain of the steam 
pilot-boat Hercules, leaves a wife and several 
young children. He resided at No. 114 Eleventh- 
street, South Brooklyn. Charles Arnold, the young- 
est of the four pilots, was 35 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and one child, who reside at Tomp- 
kinsville. Tue lost pilots all had good records.

WHY SEXTON JACKSON’S WORK DID NOT 


SEEM WELL DONE. 

Suit was instituted yesterday in the Paterson 
District Court by. Leonard L. Jackson, until recent- 
ly the sexton of the Willis-Street Baptist Church, 
of that city, against that body for $72, claimed by 
him as damages sustained by reason of the failure 
of the chureh to carry out acontract. He says he 


was employed in November, 1882, as sexton, at $4 
per week, the employment to be permanent, or at 
least for ong year. In July last he was removed. 
The chure ople deny that there was any perma- 
nent engagement, and furthermore they say Mr. 
Jaekson did not keep thea building clean. 

Mr. Jackson says they never found fault 
with his performance of his duties, until they 
learned that he was no lorgera Baptist; he was 
immersed in the Willis-Street Church, but after a 
while concluded that he could not accept all the 
Baptist doctrines, and be joined the Market-Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He noticed that 
there was a decided coolness on the part of the 
official brethren after they learned this fact. As to 
the building not being clean always. he says.there 
Was good reason for that. Some of the young 
people of the church yot possession of the keys to 
the church, and they made a practice of going 
there on Saturday afternoons, after mill hours, 
and on “off nights” during the week. and of 
having “circuses” in the basement, which was 
used for prayer-meetings, &c. Swings were rigged 
up, and the young people of both sexes, from 15 
to2%5 years of age, would resort there, and engage 
in all kinds of sports, kicking up such a dust that 
the furniture would be covered, altheugh Mr. 
Jackson had cleaned it off but a few hours before. 
As he was seldom present on these ‘off nights,” 
he could not restrain them, and when he did 
remonstrate with them for indulging in such prac- 
tices, they only laughed at him. 


OFFICERS SAVING CHILDREN.

FIREMEN HINDERED IN THEIR DUTY BY THE 
ELECTRIC WIRES, 
' Fire broke out early yesterday morning on 
the first floor of No. 244 Bowery and caused about 
$4,500 loss te occupants of the building. The floor 
on which the fire started is occupied by Eli Sam- 
uels & Brother, tailors, and A. Sondheim, dealer in 
furnishing goods. They and their families live up 
stairs. The alarm was given at 2:18 o'clock. In 
the Samuels family were Eli, his brother Jacob, 


Eli’s wife, his mother, five children and a servant. 
Sondheim's family consisted of himself, his wife, 
nine children and aservant. All fled from their 
beds in their night dresses; the pelice had 
considerable trouble in guiding some of 
the Sondheims to the street, through their 
store. which was separated from Samuels’s, 
which was all on fire, by a lath ana plas- 
ter partition. Officers Dougherty and Gallagher, at 
great personal risk, saved Louis Sondheim, aged 2, 
and Offieer Connor lost his hat in taking out Alle 
and Mamie Sondheim, respectively 7 and 5 years 
ola. Mr. Sondheim in escaping was burned about 
the hanas and neck. Several of the imperiled 

rsonsa were taken from the seeond floor windows 

y a ladder procured trom a. neighboring store, 
and when the firemen arrived every one had left 
the building. 

The flames were soon put out, but the electric 
wires in the street proved, as usual, an obstruction 
to the proper use of ladders and other apparatus 
and hampered the firemen exceedingly. The Sam- 
uelses slept on the third floor, and escaped by the 
scuttle on the roof to a neighboring building. 
Sondbeim loses about $3,000, and is fully insured. 
Samuels’s loss is over $1,000, and about $300 dam- 
age was done tothe building. The policemen who 
aided in the rescue of the Sondheims will be honor- 
ably reported to the Board of Police.

MRS. M’GRATH’S FISHY STORY. 

Mrs. Maria McGrath, the woman who was 
found insensible in One Hundred and Seventh- 
street, near Fifth-avenue, on Tuesday morning, 
after having been dragged from Grube’s saloon on 
the latter thoroughfare, recovered consciousness 


at the Presbyterian Hospital yesterday. She isthe 
wife of a journeyman baker who lives at No. 239 
East One Hundred and Eighthb-street. When ques- 
tioned by the Superintendent of the hospital, Mrs. 
McGrath made an extraordinary statement. She 
said that on Monday night she started from her 
home to find a policeman to have her son, who 
is an idle, shiftless fellow, arrested. She went to 
Fifth-avenue before she met an officer. The pe- 
liceman, after listening to her story, invited her 
into a saloon on Fifth-avenue, near One Hundred 
and Tenth-street, where she had a glass of beer 
with bim. After drinking the ‘beer she says she 
left the saloon, and while she was crossing the ay- 
enue she was knocked down and run over bya 
team and carriage. She remembered nothing 
— until she recovered consciousness in the hos- 
pital. 

There are several points in the woman's story 
which cannot be reconciled with the factw, When 
she was taken tothe hospital ber breath smelled 
strongly of liquor, and there were evident signs of 
intoxication, although she insists that she drank 
but one glass of beer. Her story that she was 
knocked down and run over by a carriage is not 
believed, as there are no injuries upon her person. 
The authorities at the hospital tnink that the 
woman drank until she beeame intoxicated, and 
becoming helpless in the saloon was dragged out 
into the street and left there. While in this con- 
dition she was robbed of her money and shoes. 
Her relatives say that she had $20 when she left 
home. The woman is suffering from sleoholism 
and exposure, and she will remain in the hospital
